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HOW THE UNITED STATES PROPOSES 
TO MEET THE DEMAND FOR NI- 
TRATE SALTS. 





Since the outbreak of the war and the reduction 
of supplies of nitrate of soda from foreign sources, 
the government has been seeking earnestly, by the 
uilization of both natural and artificial supplies, to 
meet the ever-increasing demands of the industries of 
the nation. As long ago as June 3, 1916, an act 
of Congress. was approved which appropriated the 
wm of $20,000,000 to enable the President to in- 
vestigate the best, cheapest and most available means 
for the production of “‘nitrates and other products 
for munitions of war and useful in the manufacture 
of fertilizers," and to construct, operate and main- 
tain plants and equipment necessary to such produc- 
ton. 

A special board of investigation was named to 
conduct investigations into the three principal proc- 
ewes of production, the arc, the Haber and the 
cyanamid methods. These three processes differ in 
esentials. The arc is the simplest, as it involves di- 
ect oxidation by means of an electric arc to form 
titric acid and nitrates, but requires a great amount 
of electric power. The Haber process forces gas- 
tous nitrogen and hydrogen to combine under great 
piessure, a reaction being effected by a catalytic 
agent, and the resulting yield of ammonia can be 
converted into nitric acid or used in agriculture by 
conversion into ammonium phosphate or sulphate. 
The cyanamid process inyolves the production of a 
compound of lime, nitrogen and carbon—calcium 
cyanamid—which can be converted into ammonium 
alts and later into a nitric form. This process in- 
volves the use of electric furnaces, but does not re- 
quire so much power as the arc process. 

At the present time an interdepartmental commit- 
le of cabinet secretaries has in charge the expendi- 
we of $4,000,000 in experimental plant or plants 
at which the nitrogen-fixation process to be used 
wentually by the government will be decided upon. 

ile the committee is pledged to secrecy, it is 
nown that the first plant will be located in Virginia 
contiguous territory. Other details are suppressed. 

much for the artificial production of nitrates. 
uch has been the demand, however, for natural 
wupplies that attention is being devoted to the de- 
Posits of nitrate-bearing earths or clays to be found 
nsome of the Western States, and, while these carry 
tom 2 to perhaps 6 per cent of sodium nitrate in 
jonjunction with sodium sulphate and chloride, it is 
teved that some method can be evolved by which 
salts can be recovered. 
lt is further believed that in the oil, potash and 
lands withdrawn by the government other large 
its of.these products may be found, and it is, to 
make such salts available that the general land leas- 
ing bill now before Congress has been drafted. An 
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abstract of the bill in all essential details will be 
found in another column of the Reporter. 

That there is a tremendous demand for nitrates 
under war conditions is but natural. The amount 
consumed in fertilizers is not known definitely, but 
it is known that in 1916 at least 280,000 short tons 
of sodium nitrate were used as top dressing applied 
directly to the soil as a_ fertilizer. Probably 85,000 
short tons of sodium nitrate were employed in 1916 
in the manufacture of sulphuric acid by the cham- 
ber process. 

The amount of sodium nitrate imported into the 
United States in 1916 totaled. 1,365,962 short tons, 
a large percentage of the Chilean production, of 
which the United States is at present the largest pur- 
chaser. This is an increase from 611,218 short 
tons the first war year—1914—and also from 
1915, when the imports were 863,103 short tons. 
The imports of potassium nitrate in 1916 were but 
5,769 short tons. 

The importance of this material in the industries 
at the present time can be deduced from the propor- 
tionate consumption of sodium nitrate in this country 
in 1916. Of the consumption of 1,365,000 short 
tons, 45 per cent was used in the manufacture of ex- 
plosives, 20 per cent in fertilizers, 5 per cent in the 
manufacture of sulphuric acid and 30 per cent in mis- 
cellaneous manufacture, including stocks in storage. 
In other words, 600,000 tons went into explosives, 
280,000 tons into fertilizers, 85,000 tons into sul- 
phuric acid, and the balance, 400,000 tons, into 
miscellaneous consumption. 

With such a demand, both for federal and for 
ordinary domestic consumption, it behooves the gov- 
ernment to act at once to ensure a continued supply, 
and the fact that under the proposed leasing bill huge 
tracts of government land hitherto held inviolate will 
be thrown open to prospectors leads to the hope that 
other deposits of nitrate-bearing material will be 
found to augment stocks in hand until the $20,000,- 
000 production plants of the government shall be 
in full operation.

EARLY DETERIORATION OF THE 
FLAXSEED CROP BECAUSE OF DRY 
WEATHER REFLECTED IN LATEST 
PRODUCTION ESTIMATES. - 





The continuous receipt of private reports from 
the flaxseed growing centers of both this country and 
Canada, even before the somewhat optimistic show- 
ing in the government crop report for July, empha- 
sizes one fact more than any other—the actual dam- 
age that had been done to growing flax because of 
dry weather, and of the late start obtained. The 
“optimistic” feature of the July report was the in- 
crease registered in acreage, and the doubtful com- 
fort that in “other years” later developments had 
made up for similar poor starts and growing con- 
ditions. 

The July report of the government bureau esti- 
mated the final yield as 17,000,000 bushels of 
seed, and had the needed rains come within a short 
time of the compilation of this summary it may have 
exceeded that amount, as the Reporter deduced at 
that time. But, there was no diminution in the re- 
ports of material damage for several weeks follow- 
ing this official statement, and the result of weather 
and the other factors in the growth of the crop is 
shown in the August report issued last week. 

- As compared with the estimated final yield of 
17,000,000 bushels in the report of July, the Au- 
gust prognostication puts the total at 12,800,000 
bushels. The crop condition percentage is placed 
at 60.6, as compared with 84 in the July report, and 
the indicated yield per acre dropped from 8.7 bush- 
els to 6.6 bushels, a decrease of almost 25 per cent. 
These are the official figures, but returns this week 
from Reporter representatives at the great flaxseed 
centers, as well as private information in the pos- 
session of the large handlers, are to the effect that the 
August government report errs, if at all, on the side 
of liberality as to production, and that it is com- 
monly held in the Northwest that. the final yield will 
be less than the amount now specified: Some of these 
experts are not diffident in their quotation: of actual 
figures, their estimates ranging from as low as 


8,000,000 bushels upwards to 10,000,000 bushels.

The movement upward of linseed oil values during 
the past week—7 cents—is directly confirmatory 
of trade opinion as to the authenticity of this con- 
certed production belief. The situation is compli- 
cated by the fact that a maximum price has been es- 
tablished for options, and this, taken with indefinite- 
ness as to the final yield, places the crushers in the 
position of being unwilling to offer contracts, since 
even a small change in crop conditions, in view of 
the short crop and heavy demand, cannot but be re- 
flected in the attitude of the producers. 








GLYCERINE MARKET IN GREAT BRIT- 
AIN AND UNITED STATES AT OPEN- 
ING OF WAR—A STUDY IN POLICY. 





Soon after the outbreak of the European war, 
when the Allies and particularly the war board of 
Great Britain came to recognize its immediate and 
future needs, one of the first commodities affected 
was glycerine. ‘This recognition of the necessity for 
conservation of glycerine-bearing materials took con- 
crete form in the embargo placed upon certain 
vegetable oils, and a later permissive shipment 
clause which specified that the glycerine content of 
such oils be returned to Great Britain. At that time 
the United States was struggling with the problem 
of neutrality, and strenuous thdeed were the objec- 
tions to this announced policy on the part of the 
British government, and quick were the increases in 
prices of oils which could be substituted wholly or in 
part for those hitherto imported from foreign sources. 

At that time the United States government had 
no war munitions problem of its own to face. Our 
industries were shipping thousands of tons of muni- 
tions abroad on lucrative contracts, but there was no 
pressing demand for similar materials for use by the 
United States army and navy. The result was that 
the foreign demand for the finished product and the 
shortage of customary supply, owing to British-made 
regulations, forced up the price of glycerine in this 
country steadily, beginning almost immediately after 
the first war month, August, 1914. Just as with a 
score of other commodities similarly affected, the 
price quotations pulsated with the demand and the 
supply. From a quotation of 19@19% cents a 
pound in August, 1914, the price rose gradually un- 
til July, 1915, when the dynamite grade touched 
21@21% cents. 

Then came a more rapid shift as more and more 
munitions were manufactured here and as the de- 
mands of the warring Allies became more insistent. 
In October, 1915, the quotation was 35@38 cents; 
in January, it touched 45@55 cents. Three 
months later it was quoted at 55@60 cents, and then 
came a slight letting-up in demand and a consequent 
easing to a price of from 45(@50 cents during the 
following six months. From that time the price has 
risen steadily in the aggregate to 53@55 cents a 
pound in January of this year. The price quotation 
today is 6214(@65 cents a pound. — 

In anticipation of the demand for its own muni- 
tions purposes, and realizing fully that with a call 
for double the munitions output—for the Allies’ 
contracts must be filled as well as the new federal 
demands met—the government of the United States 
has acted through its departments and through the 
committees of the Council of National Defence to 
ensure the production of its needed glycerine. A 
census has been taken not alone of munitions plants’ 
capacity, stocks, production, etc., but through the 
Department of Agriculture a campaign of education 
has been inaugurated to bring about an increased 
production of glycerine-bearing oil seeds, and the 
substitution of hitherto little employed vegetable oils, 
such as soya bean and peanut—and even sunflower 
and sesame—for cottonseed oil. 

Under the provisions of the food control and food 
supply bills, which have now been signed by the 
President, the government has been empowered. to 
take all necessary steps toward the complete filling .of 
its needs, with the further proviso that prices to gov- 
ernment, to Ally and to domestic consumer must 'be 
on an exactly similar basis, without favor to any) ene 
of the consuming interests. 

In taking this attitude the United States: has’ es- 
tablished an entirely different policy from that pur- 
sued by the Allies during the early stages of the war, 
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for, while ensuring a supply for war needs, the Brit- 
ish-born measure did not take into consideration any 
other demand, or attempt to stipulate equal price 
That the attitude of the United States 
seems to be based upon just economic premises is 
indicated’ by the continued price fluctuations, based 
upon available supply and varied demand, and fur- 
ther by the general belief that present-day prices 
would have been much higher had not the federal 
authorities given unmistakable intimation of what the

OBITUARY. 
JORDAN W. LAMBERT. 


Jordan Wheat Lambert, vice-president 
of the Lambert Pharmacal Company, of 
St. Louis, with a national reputation as 
a sportsman and the donor of the Lam- 
bert medal for the world’s championship 
in three-cushion billiards, was found dead 
in his apartments in St. Louis on Au- 
gust 7 with a bullet through his brain. 
A coroner’s jury on Thursday pronounced 
it suicide. 

Mr::Lambert was the son of Jordan W. 
Lambert, Sr., who founded the Lambert 
Pharmacal Company in 188, and at whose 
death the business went to his six chil- 
dren, all of whom were minors at the 
time. Jordan W. Lambert, Jr., was born 
April 12, 1874, and was educated at Smith 
Academy, St. Louis, and St. John’s Acad- 
emy, Salina, Kan. He graduated from 
the latter in 189 and became identified 
with the company of which his father 
was the founder. 

The cause of the act was nervous 
breakdown, his brothers stating that he 
had been ill for two years, the condition 
resulting from overwork, and his nerve 
strain was aggravated by the difficulties 
experienced in obtaining drugs and chem- 
icals for his company because of war con- 
ditions. Until recently he had passed 
most of his time at the European labora- 
tories of the company at Paris, Madrid, 
Vienna and Hamburg, and while abroad 
was especially active in introducing the 
company’s products in new territory. 

Mr, Jordan’s nervous condition became 
grave last May and his brothers prevailed 
on him to leave the business and go to 
New York for a rest. He returned to St. 
Louis June 15, not much improved, and 
worked irregularly and erratically. 

He was widely knoven as an amateur 
sportsman and was a champion biliiard- 
ist. He belonged to the largest athletic 
clubs of the country, among them the 
New York Athletic Club. He was a mem- 
ber of the St. Louis Country Club and 
Missourl Athletic Association. 

His brothers, Albert Bond, J. D. Woos- 
ter and Marion L. J. Lambert, are widely 
known in the business world.

CUBAN EXPERT HERE. 


Captain George Reno Consulting with 
Food Administrator Hoover in 


Island Interests. 

Captain George Reno, Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Information, Department of Ag- 
riculture, Commerce and Labor of Cuba, 
is in New York in the interest of the 
Cuban Government, and primarily to 
make reciprocal arrangements with the 
food conservation authorities of the 
United States Government. 

On his way to this city he was in con- 
ference with Food Administrator Hoover 
at Washington, and will meet him again 
there during this week. The gist of their 
understanding was that Cuba is to do its 
utmost to stimulate the production of 
sugar as the principal supplying agent for 
all of the allies. On account of the short- 
age of fats and oils, which Mr. Hoover 
believes will continue for several years 
after the end of the war, Cuba is to exert 
herself at once in the production of such 
vegetable oils as are most available from 
her soil. Chief among such are soya bean 
and peanut oils. Another oil which can 
be produced prolifically in Cuba, and 
which is in increasing demand because of 
its utilization as a lubricant in aeroplane 
and automobile motors, us well as for 
medicinal purposes, the product of the 
eastor bean, will be cultivated extensive- 
ly. It now grows wild throughout the 
island. 

Through a misapprehension 
tain Reno was representing 
Government in investigations 
the establishment of an oil refinery at 
Havana for treating the newly discov- 
ered petroleum deposits, he was quoted in 
daily contemporaries to the effect that 
the Cuban Government was to erect an 
experimental oil refinery. This is not the 
case, as Captain Reno explained to a rep- 
resentative of the Reporter that private 
interests of producing oil companies near 
Havana are to erect a refinery of 100 to 
200 barrels crude daily capacity to treat 
their oils, which will yield about 13 per 
cent. gasoline by the straight process, 
These oils are also exceedingly rich in 
lubricating products.

Vigilance Committee in District of Co- 
lumbia to Eliminate False Med- 


ical Advertisements. 
Washington, Aug. 10, 1917. 

The first step in the campaign being 
waged in Washington for the elimination 
of false and fraudulent medical advertis- 
ing was taken this week by the medical 
advertising sub-committee of the Adver- 
tising Vigilance Committee of the Retail 
Merchants’ Association, which is com- 
posed of representatives of the various 
civic bodies of the district, and of the 
Retail Merchants’ Association. 

The members of the sub-committee are 
Dr. I. fF. Kebler, chairman of the drug 
ilivision of the Department of Agricul- 
ture, chairman; Dr. Noble P. Barnes, Dr. 
Lewis Flemer, M. G. Gibbs and J. Bond 
Smith, the law clerk for the Postoffice 
Department, secretary of the committee. 

The object of the committee is to study 
medical advertising with a view of pro- 
tecting the public against injury, imposi- 
tion and fraud. Reasonable efforts will 
be made to cause the discontinuance of 
false and deceptive advertising by moral 
suasicn, but if this method fails the pro- 
visions of the false advertising law wili 
be invoked, 

For the information of the public and 
advertisers, the committee has adopted 
the following rules:— 

_The committee will consider prepara- 
tions containing ingredients detrimental 
to health, such as hair preparations con- 
taining wood alcohol or lead compounds: 
cosmetics containing corrosive sublimate 
or other mercurials; soothing syrups con- 
taining opiates, ete. 

The committee will consider products 
for which false or misleading claims, rep- 
resentations, or promises are made, such 
as alleged cures for consumption, Bright's 
disease, diabetes, appendicitis, gall 
stones, drunkard’s liver, radium prepara- 
tions without radium, ete. 

Advertisements of so-called medical 
specialists, or special methods of treat- 
ment, drugless hea'ers, containing decep- 
tive, false or misleading representations 
or promises, such as the curing of loco- 
motor ataxia, paralysis, cancer, epilepsy, 
Bright’s disease, diabetes and others. ~ 

Advertisements of drugs intended for 
the treatment of venereal diseases. The 
advertising of these drugs is considered 
repugnant and offensive to the public 
generally. The impression Intended to be 
xiven by the advertisers of these prod- 
ucts, they claim, is that they may be 
safely and effectively used by those ef- 
fected. It is well recognized, they say, 
that these diseases cannot be safely and 
effectively treated by the layman, and 
the advertisements are, therefore, mis- 
leading, deceptive and contrary tothe best 
interests of the public welfare, and actu- 
ally further the spread of the disease. 

The committee will enfeavor to induce 
the drug trade to refuse to handle prod- 
ucts found by the committee to be inim- 
ical to the public good, or concerning 
which false, misleading or deceptive 
claims, misrepresentations or promises 
are made,

GERMS IN PLASTERS. 


Possibilities as Carriers Never Inves 
tigated—Health Service to Probe 
Deeply. 


Washington, Aug. 10, 117. 

Exhaustive research investigation is 
being made by the Hygienic Laboratory 
of the Public Health Service, under the 
U. S. Treasury Department. to determine 
tne virulence, extent and criminal culpa- 
bility of court plaster, infected with te 
tanus or other germs. As far as the of- 
ficials of the Public Health Service have 
been able to ascertain there has never 
before been any laboratory examination 
of court plaster and similar substances 
for infectious germs. The general alarm 
occasioned by finding of germs in court 
plaster, supposedly placed there by Ger 
man agents or sympathizers to spread 
contagious diseases, has aroused the zeal 
of the Public Health Service to make 
the closest possible and most extensive 
research, 

Last week a sample of court. plaster 
sent from the Ohio State Board of Health 
Service for examination was submitted to 
the Hygienic .Laboratory and found to 
contain tetanus bacilli. Immediately the 
Public Health agents sent broadcast int 
the open market and collected court plas 
ter of various brands and makeg in 4 
number of cities and sent them for tests 
to the Hygienic Laboratory. These 
aminations are still in progres Wh 

One of the officials of the Public Health 
Service raised the question whether - 
plaster had ever before been examine 
for tetanus or other similar germs, poinl 
ing out that ge’atine and other compoun”® 
often carry tetanus germs.

Also Method to Be Used in 
Manufacture of Nitrates 
by U. S. 


‘ Washington, 

The gevernment nitrate 
established at an expense 
aceprding to President Wilson’s directions 
to thé Interdepartmental Committee con- 
sisting of Secretaries Baker, Hou&ton and 
Liane, are to be in the southwestern por- 
tion of Virginia or territory contiguous 
thereto. While the mouths of all persons 
who have been in conference on this. prop- 
osition ‘have been sealed this information 
comes from the best possible authority, 
us dloes aiso the statement that no site 
has definitely been determined upon as 
yet. . 

Tha Interdepartmental Committee and 
the experts of the War, Agriculture and 
Iuterior departments, who have _been 
working for almost a year on the pro- 
posed plant for fixata#n of atmospheric 
nitrogen have been vexed by speculations 
and surmises and gossip and rumors that 
nave been printed in some trade journals. 
‘They say that all of those articles have 
been: drawn mostly from the writer's 
imagination. 

What has been printed by the Reporter 
has been approved by the government 
authorities. The staiement that the loca- 
tion is. restricted to. the territory as de- 
fined above is taken from letters which 
are being mailed out'by Col. C. W. Joyce, 
repr, senting the War Department, in re- 
sponse to inquiries from far afield, where 
certain trade interests are trying to have 
a hitrate plant located. Im these letters 
Cok Joyce says:— 

“In aecordance with the 
approved committee report based on the 
study of raw. Materials, manufacturing 
conditions, tramsportation and the market 
for finished products, the eligible locality 
for piants’mnow under actual considera- 
tion are restricted to the southwestern 
portion of Virginia and contiguous 
regions.”’,

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SOYA BEAN EXPORTS FROM DAIREN SHOW 
HEAVY GAIN DURING FIVE-YEAR PERIOD 


Tie American consulate at  Dairen, 
which is the center of the soya bean in- 
dustry in Manchuria, has prepared figures 
of exports of beans, bean oil and bean 
cuke fer five years from the Chinese cus- 
toms reports. 

it is generally understood that Man- 
churia’s annual production of beans is be- 
tween 1,500,000 and 2,000,000 tons, and the 
tables given show this estimate to be 
approximately correct. The total is grad- 
ually increasing. 

It is generally considered at Dairen 
that 48 kin of beans should produce one 
cake weighing 46 kim and 4 kin of oil. 
This kin is the Japanese measure of 
weight, which is equal to 1.3227 pounds 
avoirdupois, and 100 kin make 1 Japanese 
picut (132.27 pounds), which is the ordinary

their returns on separate sheets and affix 
to the blanks.

The 
duplicate filed by the wholesaler or dis- 
tributor may or may not “duplicate” 
the order filed with State under 
present conditions.

About 8 per cent. of the peppermint 
grown in Japan is raised in the Hokkaido. 
This district, together with Okayama and 
Hiroshima.

OIL LAND LEASING BILLS REQUIRE 
RADICAL AMENDMENTS TO BE JUST 





Limited Acreage and Short 


Term Leases and Denial of 


Right of Corporations to Be Interested in More Than 
One Lease Will Handicap New Production. 


Washington, Aug. 10, 1917. 


“unless the oil industry bestirs itseif, 
there is grave danger that the country 
will find itself with a piece of ill-consid- 
ered and unfortunate legislation foisted 
upon it under the banner of war-time 
necessity,” said Max W. Bail, formerly 
a member of the oil board of the Bureau 
of Mines and now chief geologist for 
Wyoming for the Roxana Petroleum Com- 


MThe Senate Committee on Public Lands 
has ordered a favorable report on the 
Walsh bill, known as 8S. 45. 

“That a public oil-land law Is urgently 
needed no one will attempt to deny,” 
continued Mr. Ball, “Petroleum and its 
products are necessary to the carrying 
on of the war against Germany. The 
army, the navy, and the air service would 
be helpless without them, and in the in- 
dustries on which the successful prosecu- 
tion of the war depends they are inde- 
gpensable. It is a military necessity not 
only to maintain America’s oil production 
but to increase it. Yet while the oil in- 
dustry, stimulated by abnormal prices, 
has endeavored by means of an unprece- 
dented drilling campaign to double its 
production and has succeeded only in 
holding its own, great areas of promis- 
ing territory in the West lie idle for 
want of a law under which their devel- 
opment can be undertaken. The inter- 
ests of the nation demand a prompt pas- 
sage of a good law, 

“It does not follow, however, that every 
law proposed will meet tha emergency. 
More important than that we have legis- 
lation is that it be wise legislation. Un- 
fortunately none of the three bills now 
before Congress would fall in this cate- 
gory without radical amendment. 


Gronna Prospecting Bill. 


“The Gronna bill (8. 2012) provides for 
a two-year prospecting permit covering 
acres, and for a 10-year lease of 320 
acres, renewable for 6-year periods. In- 
terest of any sort in leases covering more 
than 6440 acres may be made a ground for 
forfeiture. No minimum or maximum 
royalty is specified. 

“The Walsh bill (S. 45) also provides 
for a 2-year prospecting permit. If sit- 
uated within 50 miles of a producing oil 
or gas well the permit area may be 540 
acres; if more than 50 miles from such 
a well the permit area may be 2,560 acres. 
Upon discovery of oil or gas the permittee 
is given a patent to one-fourth the area 
of his permit; the remainder is subject 
to lease in tracts not exceeding 2,560 acres 
fora term of 10 years, no minimum or 
maximum royalty being specified. No in- 
terest in more than ome lease may be 
held, and no one having an interest in a 
lease can have an interest in an agency 
for the resale of the products of the 


lease, 
Ferris Bill. 


“In the Ferris bill (H. R. 3232) the 
year prospecting permit covers 640 acres 
within 10 miles of a producing well, and 
2.500 acres more than 10 miles from such 
a well. Upon discovery the permittee is 
given patent to one-fourth the area of 
his permit, the remainder is subject to 
lease in tracts not exceeding 640 acres, 
for a term of 20 years, renewable for 10- 
year periods, at a royalty not less than 
one-tenth. No interest may be held in 
more than one lease. 


“Tt is obvious that the limited acreage 
and short term leases proposed by these 
bills would offer no inducement to de- 
velop fields remote from pipeline and re- 
finery facilities. In fact the bills could 
not have been better framed to discour- 
age the operator having sufficlent capital 
and experience to develop Western fields 
in the most economical and efficient man- 
ner. Not only is the individual less piti- 
fully inadequate, but it is made impossible 
for any one person or corporation to be 
interested directly or indirectly in more 
than one lease. Thus, as far as the pub- 
lic lands would be concerned, no one 
could, under the Walsh bill, own a share 
of stock in more than one company oper- 
ating in the West, even if one were in 
Wyoming and another in California. Each 
operator would be confined in one minia- 
ture short term lease in the entire public 
land area—a provision almost certain to 
exclude the type of operator most desir- 
able in opening up new territory. 


Defects in Measures. 


“Serious as these defects are from the 
standpoint of the oil industry, they are 
even more serious from the standpoint 
of the public. The industry will adjust 
itself to any condition imposed upon it, 
and the enterprising operators who should 
be developing the West will turn their 
energies to the foreign fields which al- 
ready promise to threaten the supremacy 
of the United States as an oil producer. 
But the public can never regain oil and 
gas once allowed to waste, nor reclaim 
fields ruined by water incursions. Yet 
waste and ruin would be certain to fol- 
low the enactment of these three bills. 

“As is well known to every one familiar 
with oil field conditions, cutting a field 
into small tracts leads directly to hasty, 
careless drilling, to line drilling and the 
drilling of unnecessary wells, and indl- 
rectly unnnecessarily cost of production, 
storage losses and unnecessary storage 
charges, the loss of oil by evaporation, 
erratic prices, and even the ruin of en- 
tire fields by water infiltration. In other 
words, dividing an oil field into small 
holdings results in the waste of large 
quamtities of oil and gas, and in increased 
prices for petroleum and its products. 
These are results that the public is vitally 
interested in preventing, yet it is pro- 
posed to enact legislation that not only 
will not prevent them, but will actually 
bring them about. 

“Tt is obvious that Congress needs the 
advice of men familiar with oil-field con- 
ditions and oil-industry economics. It 
is equally obvious that Congress does not 
recognize this need. and will not recog- 
nize it unless forcefully reminded by the 
oil industry itself. If the industry re- 
mains silent the committee of Congress 
will assume that the proposed legisla- 
tion is satisfactory and will attempt to 
force it through im its present form at 
this session. If on the other hand, the 
industry raises its voice in protect, Con- 
gress will not only heed the protest, but 
will gladly listen to the opinions of those 
most competent to advise. 

“Tt is the duty, therefore, of every 
public-spirited man, whether in low posl- 
tion or in high, in the oil business or 
outside of it. to communicate his views 
regarding this matter to Congress, and 
especially to the Senate Committee on 
Public Lands, of which Senator H. C. 
Myers is chairman.” 


PROVISIONS OF WALSH GENERAL LEASING 
BILL AS REPORTED TO THE SENATE 


Washington, Aug. 10, 1917. 


The Senate Committee on Public Lands 
has prepared its report on the general 
leasing bill and it may be sent to the 
Senate at any time. Senator Pittman’s 
written report on the bill is not yet ready 
or presentation, but should be out within 
afew days. The revised bill, S. 45, ‘‘To 
eeourage and promote the mining of 
coal, phosphate, oil, gas, potassium and 
sodium on the public domain” devotes 
seven pages to coal. Its other provisions 
may be summarized as follows:— 
The Secretary of the Interior is author- 
d to lease or sell lands belonging to 
the United States and containing phos- 
phates in plots not to exceed 2,560 acres 
© a foyalty basis with a minimum 
ground rental. (The provisions of the 
alsh measure in regard to phosphates, 
sodium ‘and potassium are virtually iden- 
tical with the Pittman report summarized 
in the Reporter of August 6, page 18, 
column 1), The ojl and gas provisions of 
the bill have not been summarized and 
are as follows:— 


Oil and Gas. 


ee: 11, That the Secretary of the Interior is 
ereby authorized, under such rules and regula- 


tions as he may prescribe, to grant to any 
qualified applicant a prospecting permit, which

upon the ground with permanent monuments, 
so that the boundaries can be readily traced. 
Upon the granting of a permit for the ex- 
ploration of such a tract of unsurveyed land 
the permittee shall post in a conspicuous place 
upon the lands described in the permit four 
notices that such permit has been granted and 
a description of the lands covered thereby. 


Patent of One-fourth. 


Sec, 12, That upon establishing to the satis- 
faction of the Secretary of the Interior that 
valuable deposits of oll or gas have been dis- 
covered within the limits of the land embraced 
in any such permit the permittee shall be en- 
titled to a patent for one-fourth of the land 
embraced in the prospecting permit, such area 
to be selected by the permittee in compact 
form and according to the legal subdivisions of 
the public-land surveys if the land be surveyed, 
or to be surveyed at his expense in accordance 
with the laws, rules and regulations govern- 
ing the survey of placer mining claims if lo- 
eated upon unsurveyed lands, 

Seq 13. Until the permittee shall apply for 
patent to the land selected by him he shall 
pay to the United States 25 per centum of the 
gross value of’ all oil or gas secured by him 
from the lands embraced within his permit 
and sold or otherwise disposed of or held by 
him for sale or other disposition, and upon 
making his selection and application for patent 
all his rights under his permit, save as to the 
lands embraced in his application, shall termi- 


nate, but he may become a lessee of the other 
lands described in his permit, 
Sec, 14. That all permits, leases, entries and 


patents of lands containing oil or gas, made 
or issued under the provisions of this act, shall 
be subject to the condition that no wells shall 
be drilled within two hundred feet of any of 
the outer beundaries of the lands so located, 
leased, entered or patented, unless the adjoin- 
ing lands have theretofore been patented or 
the title thereto otherwise vested in private 
owners, and to the further condition that the 
locator, lessee, entryman or patentee will, in 


eonducting his explorations and mining opera- 
tions, use all reasonable precautions to prevent 
waste of oll or gas developed in the land, or 
the entrance of water through wells drilled by 
him to the ofl sands or oil-bearing strata, to

the destruction or injury of the oil deposits. 
Violations of the provisions of this section shall 
constitute grounds for the forfeiture of the 
location, entry, lease or patent, to be enforced 
through appropriate proceedings in courts of 
competent jurisdiction, 


Sec. 15. That all deposits of oil or gas, and 
the lands containing same, descried and em- 
braced in such a prospecting permit, other 
than those patented or for which application 
for patent has been made by the permittee, 
shall, from and after the exercise of the pref- 
erence right accorded to the discoverer, or 
after the expiration of the time within which 
he may exercise such preference right, be held 
subject to lease, and may be leased, by the 
Secretary of the Interior, through competitive 
bidding or such other methods as he may adopt 
by general regulations, in areas not exceed- 
ing two thousand five hundred and sixty 
acres and in tracts which shall not exceed in 
length two and one-half times their width, 
such leases to be conditioned upon the pay- 
ment by the lessee of such royalty as may be 
fixed In the lease and the payment in advance 
of a rental of $1 per acre per annum thereafter 
during the continuance of the lease, the 
rental paid for any one year to be credited ov 
the royalty for that year. Leases shall be for 
a period of ten years, with the preferentia) 
right in the lessee to renew the same for a 
second period of ten years upon such reason- 
able terms and conditions as may be prescribed 
by the Secretary of the Interior. Every such 
lease shall also include such conditions not 
inconsistent herewith as may be prescribed in 
general rules and regulations issued by the 
Secretary of the Interior, including covenants 
relative to continuous operations, mining 
methods, waste, water damage, distance from 
adjacent lands where wells can be drilled, pe- 
riod of preliminary development and minimum 
production, 


Petroleum Reserve No. 2. . 


Sec. 16. That upon relinquishment to the 
United States within ninety days from the 
date of this act or within ninety days after 
final denial or withdrawal of application for 
patent, of any claim or subdivision thereof 
asserted under the mining laws prior to July 
third, nineteen hundred and ten, to any un- 
patented oll or- gas lands included in any 
order of withdrawal or within naval petro- 
leum reserve numbered two, the claimant or 
his successor in interest shall be entitled to 
a lease for each asserted mineral location of 
one hundred and sixty acres or less or any.

affecting the title to such lands or the product 
thereof. 

Sec. 17. That the rights of any person who 
at the time of the approval of this act is 
o bona fide occupant or claimant of oil or 
gas-learing lands open to appropriation as 
such under existing law and who at such date 
is preparing to develop such lands and to 
discover oil or gas therein and who shall there- 
after continue in the dillyent prosecution_ of 
work ‘ending to the discovery of oi) or gas, 
shall not be affected or impaired by this act 
so long as such occupant or claimant shall 
continue in the diligent prosecution of said 
work. Such occupant or claimant so con- 
finning shall be entitled to prosecute his 
cla'm for patent and to have the same as 
provided by existing law. 

And any person who at the time of any 
wtt! drawal order heretofore made was such 
bona fide occupant or claimant of of] or gas 
heorme lands other than lands reserved for

Limitation of Interest. 


A section which Is meeting with a great 
deal of criticism is section 22, which limits 
ownershin and investment in organiza- 
tions holding leases. This section fol- 
lows:— 

Sec. 22. That no person shall take or hold 
any interest or interests as @ member of an 
association or associations or as a stockhold- 
er of a corporation or corporations holding a 
lease under the provisions hereof, which to- 
gether with the area embraced in any direct 
holding of a lease under this act, or which, 
together with any other interest or Interests 
as a member of an association or associations 
or as a stockholder of a corporation or cor- 
porations holding a lease under the provisons 
hereof, exceeds in the aggregate in any area 
fifty miles square an amount equivalent to 
the maximum number of acres allowed to any 
one lessee under this act; that no person, as- 
sociation, or corporation holding a lease under 
the provisions of this act, shall hold more 
than a tenth interest, direct or indirect, in 
any agency. corporate or otherwise, engaged in 
the sale or resale of the products obtained 
from such lease: and any violation of the 
provisions of this section shall be ground 
for the forfeiture of the lease or interest so 
held: and the interests held in violation of 
this provision shall be forfeited to the United 
States by appropriate proceedings instituted 
by the Attorney General for that purpose in 
any court of competent jurisdiction, except 
that any such ownership or interest hereby 
forbidden which may be acquired by descent, 
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will, 
two years and not longer after its acquisition,

Limit in Leases. 


This section is amplified in sections 33 
and 34, which are, in part, as follows:— 

Sec. 33. That no person, association, or cor- 
poration, except as herein provided, shall be 
permitted to take or hold any interest, as a 
stockholder or otherwise, in leases of any one 
of the deposits herein named and described, 
during the life of such, leases covering in the 
aggregate an area greater than two thousand 
five hundred and sixty acres, and any interest 
held in violation of this provision shall be 
forfeited to the United States by appropriate 
proceedings instituted by the Attorney Gen- 
eral for that purpose in any court of com- 
petent jurisidiction, except that any such 
ownership or interest hereby forbidden, which 
may be acquired by descent, will, judgment, or

Sec. 34. at no person, association, or - 
poration holding a lease under the provisions 
of this act shall, except as herein provided 
hold any interest, direct or indirect in any 
agency, corporate or otherwise, engaged in the 
resale of coal, phosphate, oil, gas, potassium 
or sodium purchased from such lessee, or en- 
ter into any arrangement, agreement, or other 
device to enhance the price of such minerals 
or products, and any violation of the pro- 
visions of this section shall be ground for 
the forfeiture of the lease or interest held. 

That any person who shall purchase, ac- 
quire or hold any interest in leases of any one 
of the deposits herein named and described 
except as herein provided, or who shall know- 
ingly purchase, acquire or hold any stock in 
a& corporation having an interest in two or 
more such leases, except as herein provided 
or who shall knowingly sell or transfer to 
one disqualified to purchase, or, except as in 
this act specifically provided, disqualified to 
acquire, any such interest, shall be deemed

EXEMPTION STUPIDITY. 





Federal Chemist Held for Duty by 
D. of C. Board Despite Affidavit 
by Chief. 


Washington, Aug. 10, 1917. 


Indication of how valuable the services 
of the chemists of the country are to 
the government at this time, with a spe- 
cial sub-committee working under the 
Council of National Defense, is shown in 
many ways. Practically every chemist 
in the government service and hundreds 
in laboratories throughout the country, 
through their national committees are 
called upon for some speci 
connection with war ae ere 

Yet the exemption boards are rejecting 
claims for exemption made by individuals 
unless they carry affidavits from the 
highest official under whom they are 
working. It was to avoid the experience 
of England in sacrificing trained scientific 
men that certain sub-committees of the 
Council of National Deferfse and of such 
zovernMent bureaus as the Bureau of 
Mines were organized. The actuating idea - 
was that scientists can do more valuable 
work for the government in laboratories, 
in munition plans and in research to- 
wards solving technical chemical prob- 
lems of the war as they arise than in the 
trenches. 

Government scientists, therefore, have 
been surprised that the claim of one of 
the government chemists for an exemp- 
tion from service with the national army 
was rejected by one of the local exemp- 
tion boards of the National capital. 

Philip E. Gowan, a chemist in the Bu- 
reau of Chemistry of the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, was one of the first 
men called. He claimed that his services 
are necessary te the adequate operation 
of the bureau in which he is employed, 
and his claim was supported by an affi- 
davit signed by the acting chief of the 
bureau. The exemption board rejected the 
claim for the reason that the man did 
not file an affidavit from Secretary Hous- 
ton stating the facts as contained in the 
affidavit of this chemist’s immediate 
superior.

Discoveries. 


The government has offered no reward 
to the discoverer of deposits of soluble 
potash. When it is realized that soluble 
potash is now selling in the United States 
for ten times the price asked for it before 
the outbreak of the European war, and 
that no more than one-twentieth of the 
amount commonly used before the war 
is now produced in this country, it will 
be seen that the government has no need 
to offer a reward. The discovery of com- 
mercial amounts of soluble potash is its 
own reward.

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FINAL DEBATE ON 
WAR REVENUE BILL 


About Two Weeks Before 
Vote Can Be Taken— 
Its Features. 


Washington, Aug. 1917. 


The food control bill being disposed of, 
the Senate will at once begin discussion 
of the war revenue bill. It is believed 
about two weeks will be consumed before 
a vote on the measure is reached. 

The war revenue bill as it now stands 
after several reportings and as many re- 
commissions for amendments, has a num- 
ber of features bearing directly upon Re- 
porter trades, in addition to its income 
tax, and excess profits tax provisions. 
These features may be summarized in 
brief as follows:— 


Distilled Spirits. 


In addition to the tax now imposed by 
law a tax of $1.10 a gallon (or if with- 
drawn for beverage purposes) a tax of 
$2.10 on each proof gallon or wine gallon 
when below proof, with proportionate 
tax for fractional parts of a gallon 
to be paid by the distiller or importer 
when withdrawn. 

An additional tax of $1.10 per wine gal- 
lon upon ali imported perfumes contain- 
ing distilled spirits. : 

On grains, cereals and other materials 
used m the production of such spirits a 
tax of $60 a hundred pounds; on all mo- 
lasses, syrups and other liquid ferment- 
able products and materials a tax of %6 
a wine gallon. 

That no distilled spirits for beverage 
purposes shall be imported into the l nited 
States from any foreign country. 

That upon all distilled spirits upon 
which a tax has been paid held by a 
retailer at the time of the enactment of 
the act in a quantity in excess of 50 gal- 
lons, or by any other person, corporation, 
partnership, etc., in any quantity and 
when intended for sale, a tax of $1.10— 
and if intended for sale for beverage pur- 
poses a tax of $2.10 on each proof gallon, 
with proportionate tax upon smaller 
quantities. An additional tax of 15 cents 
a gallon is imposed on all spirits recti- 
fied, purified or refined after the passage 
of the act. 

A tax of $1.50 a barrel om beer, ale or 
other fermented liquor; $1.10 a gallon on 
fortified wines, cordials, etc., containing 
more than 14 per cent. alcohol; on such 
articles containing not more than 14 per 
cent. alcohol, a tax equal to the internal 
revenue tax now imposed by law. Cham- 
pagne and sparkling wines must pay a 
tax in addition to that now imposed of 
double the existing internal revenue tax. 

Beverage syrups and extracts are -laxed 
on a scale of values from 3 to 12 cents 
a gallon, soft drinks and mineral water, 
1 cent a gallon; carbonic acid gas for 
carbonating beverages, 5 cents a pound. 

In addition to. the public carrier taxa- 
tion a tax of 5 per cent. of the amount 
paid for the transportation of oil by pipe- 
line is also imposed. 


No Change in Specialties. 


Under section 601, paragraphs b and c, 
the tax upon perfumes, essences, extracta, 
toilet waters, cosmetics, petroleum jel- 
lies, hair oils, pomades, hair dressings, 
hair restoratives. hair dyes, tooth and 
mouth washes, dentrifices, tooth pastes, 
aromatic cachous, toilet soaps and pow- 
ders remains at 2 per cent. of the price 
for which sold. A similar 2 per cent. tax 
is imposed upon pills, tablets, powders, 
tinctures, troches, lozenges, syrups, medic- 
inal cordials or bitters, anodynes, tonics, 
plasters, lLniments, salves, ointments, 
pastes, drops, waters, essences, spirits, 
oil and ‘“‘all medicinal preparations, comr 
pounds or compositions whatsoever, the 
manufacturer or producer of which claims 
to have any private formula, secret or 
oceult art for making or preparing the 
same, or claims to have any exclusive 
right or title to the making or preparing 
the same, 

The bill calls for a tax of $2.50 a pound 
upon saccharine.

BARTYES CONSUMPTION BY U. S. IN 1916 
INCREASED 100 PER CENT—PRICES HIGHER 


Value of Barium Products Last Year Exceeded $8,500,000— 
Imports but Seventeen Tons. 


The barium industry in the United 
States has shown remarkable growth 
since 1913. For the first time in the his- 
tory of the industry, the value of domes- 
tic crude barytes marketed in the United 
States passed the million dollar mark. 
The domestic manufacture of barium 
chemicals has been established and put 
on a firm foundation in the last two 


years, according to James M. Hill, United 
States Geological Survey, and the manu- 
facture of lithopone and ground barytes 
has been further expanded, 

An important feature of the growth in 
1916 was the shifting of the largest State 
output from Missouri to Georgia, followed 
by the entrance of the States of Colorado 
and Nevada into the list of barytes-pro- 
ducing States. The average market price 
of crude barytes im 1916 was $4.56, as com- 
pared with $3.51 in 1915, an increase of 
about 30 per cent., which was no doubt 
brought about by a greater demand and 
keener competition among buyers. 

The value of the barium products made 
in the United States in 1916 was over 
$8,500,000. 

The statistics of crude barytes marketed 
in 1916 show that there was an increase in 
the quantity marketed in each producing 
State, and for Kentucky a ccunty pro- 
duction can be given, as follows:—Fayette 
coun*¥, 3,829 short tons; Jessamine 
county, 447 short tons; Woodford county, 
1,397 shert tons. Clark, Garrard and Lin- 
coln: counties produced the remainder, 
5,395 short tons. Missouri reported a pro- 
duction of 40,626 short tons from Wash- 
ington county; 2,810 short tons from Jef- 
ferson county; 2,136 short tons from St. 
Francois county, and 12,631 short tons 


from Benton, Cole, Franklin, Miller, Mor- 
gan and Texas counties. 

The domestic production of barium 
chemicals im 1916 increased % per cent. 
over that In 1915, which was the first year 
in which any considerable quantity of 
barium chemicals was made in the United 
States, and the production of ground 
barytes increased 27 per cent. and that of 
lithopone approximately 10 per cent. 

White bleached and floated barytes is 
used in ready-mixed paints and in the 
rubber and paper industries. Off-color 
ground barytes is used in preparing col- 
ored mixed paints and in several chemical 
industries. 

The apparent consumption of barytes 
in the United States in 1916 increased 
practically 100 per cent. over that in 1915, 
as will be seen in the following table. 
This great increase in the domestic con- 
sumption was due not only to the demand 
of the new barium chemical industry in 
this country, but also to increased manu- 
facture of lithopone and to the greater 
use of ground barytes, particularly in the 


rubber industry :—

BUILDING DYE PLANT. 


Du Pont Company Formally An- 
nounces Its Entrance Into Dye 


Production. 


It is expected that the Du Pont dye 
plant, work upon which has been begun 
at Deepwater Point, N. J., will be ready 
for business within a few months. The 
announcement that the du Ponts would 
enter the “production of dyestuffs on a 
large scale was. made in the Reporter of 
July 2, at which time it was stated that 
details would be made public later. The 
forma! announcement has now been made 
under date of August 7, and is as fol- 
lows:— 

“We desire to announce our deéci- 
sion to enter the coal-tar dye indus- 
try. 

“The reasons for this step might be 
briefly summarized as follows:— 

“Our development during recent 
years in the explosive, and in several 
other branches of the chemical indus- 
try, brings us now to the logical result 
of undertaking ina broad and com- 
prehensive way the manufacture of 
synthetic dyestuffs and kindred prod- 
ucts. 

“The explosive and coal-tar dye in- 
dustries are closely allied; both re- 
quire intermediates which we manu- 
faciure In a large way; both are highly 
scientific and thoroughly developed and 
both require large technical and com- 
mercial organizations. 

“We start with (1)-the necessary 
raw materials, products of this coun- 
try, therefore not dependent = on 
Europe. (2) a chemical and engineer- 
ing organization, second to none in 
magnitude and scientific attainment, 
(3) unequaled plant and laboratory 
facilities, and (4) an adequate com- 
mercial organization. 

“We know the needs of the various 
consuming industries, i. e., cotton, 
ealico printing, wool, silk, leather, 
paper, paints, printing inks, etc., and 
plan to meet them in due time. 

“Our development will necessarily be 
progressive, starting with certain prod- 
ucts and increasing as rapidly as pos- 
sible. 

“Our technical laboratories, with a 
competent staff of experts, will be at 
the disposal of all consumers im all 
branches. 

“We shall establish, and hold to, the 
highest standards of quality. 

“Our prices from the start will be 
based upon our cost of raw materials 
and labor, with the end in view of 
establishing at this time, under ab- 
normal conditions, cordial and endur- 
ing relations with the consuming in- 
dustries. 

‘Back of all this is the compelling 
force of the country’s need; if as the 
result of the combined efforts of all, 
the United States can in time become 
self-contained, we are quite certain 
that we voice -the. sentiment of the 
consuming industries in predicting that 
the effort will not have been made 
in vain.”’

SAVE GARBAGE FAT. 


Secretary of Agriculture Urges Grease 
Conservation Upon Mayors of 


Large Cities. 
Washington, Aug. 10, 1917. 

The Secretary of Agriculture. has ad- 
dressed the following letter to the mayors 
of all large cities which have no reduc- 
tion plants for recovering valuable mate- 
rials from garbage:— 

“This department desires 
your attention the matter of the con- 
servation of the garbage in your city. 
At the present time there exists through- 
cut the world a shortage of both fats 
and fertilizer materials. This situation 
promises to grow more serigus as the war 
in Europe continues. It is, therefore, a 
matter cf prime importance that all avail- 
able sources of both of these materials 
should be used to the best advantage. 
Garbage contains on the average about 2 
per cent. of grease and about ® per cent. 
of tankage, the latter having valuable 
properties as a fertilizer material. Any 
method of disposal of garbage in large 
cities which does not recover both the 
grease and the tankage is uneconomic 
and particularly deplorable in the pres- 
ent circumstances. We wish. therefore, 
to urge upon your conSideration the ad- 
visabilitv of so treating the garbage from 
your citv as to insure the recovery of 
its valuable constituents, That thls may 
be made a source of profit to a munici- 
pality has been proven by numbers of 
cities In the United States where munic- 
ipal rendering plants have been erected, 
and in a number of others private plants 
are now operating and paying dividends 
on the investments. We will be glad to

Juring the period of the war 
control bill gives extensive goversantt 
control over foods, feeds, fucls, fue} oi 
natural gas (kerosene and gasoline being 
taken from the bill and “fuel ojf and 
natural gas’’ inserted) fertilizer and its 
ingredients, tools, utensils and equipment 
required for the actual production of all 
such products designated “necessities.” 

As the bill refers to ‘fuels, includin 
fuel oil and natural gas,’’ it is believed 
it is sufficiently specific to limit the con- 
trol to those articles, ‘‘fuel oil" being a 
distinct article in the trade and not a 
term including all petroleum products 
that cam be used for fuel purposes, 

In establishing government control the 
bill authorizes the President to enter into 
any voluntary agreements, create or use 
any agency, to accept services of any 
person with or without compensation to 
co-operate with any agency or person, to 
utilize any department of the government 
and to join their activities in any way. 
Herbert C, Hoover will be appointed food 
administrator and under this law he will 
have wide powers to assure adequate sup- 
plies and equitable distribution to prevent 
hoarding, injurious speculation, ete. The 
bill guarantees a minimum price. of $2 per 
bushel for wheat at the principal pri- 
mary markets. 

The bill appropriates $150,000,000 for ad- 
ministration expenses and $19,000,000 for 
Federal purchase and sa'le at cost | of 
fertilizer. 

It contains a ‘bone dry” provision re- 
lating to the manufacture and importa- 
tion of distilled liquors for beverages 
during the war and authorizes the Presi- 
dent to suspend the manufacture of malt 
fermented and vinous liquors or to limit 
their alcoholic content and “authorizes 
and directs” the President in his discre- 
tion to commandeer distilled beverages 
in bond or stock when necessary for re- 
distillation into alcahol for military or 
other public purposes, or to conserve food- 
stuffs. 

There are sweeping powers to control 
coal prices. The bill authorizes him to 
requisition for military or public defense 
all necessaries named and to guarangee 
reasonable prices to producer and con- 
sumer and to buy and sell fuel (which 
under the wording of the first provision 
relating to fuel may, and probably will, 
include “fuel oil and natural gas’’), wheat, 
flour, meal, beins and potatoes. He can 
also requisition and operate any factory, 
tacking house, mine or oil pipeline at just 
compensation for military or public de- 
fense purposes. 

_ Federal agents are prohibited from s0- 
liciting or inducing contracts, in which 
they are interested, with the government.

An Offici report announces the recent 
discovery ‘ extensive petroleum deposits 
in the isla d of Angel de la Guarda, in 
the Gulf « California and on the oppo- 
site side from Tiburon Island, which is 
close to the east shore of the State of 
gonora ani almost due west of Hermo- 
sillo, the c ipital city, according to a state- 
ed by the Mexican News Bu- 
reau in this city. A commission of engi- 
neers engaged in exploring this little 
known region encountered quantities of 


asphaltum on the shores, being natural 
xudations, and after examination of the 
pores region gave it in their opinion 
that the oil fields was so extensive as to 
romise to equal anything of the kind in 
the Republic.

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Destrehan Refinery at New Orleans 
Will Double Capacity in Four 
Months. 


New Orleans, La., Aug. 9, 1917. 


two big oil tankers arrived in New Or- 
leans last week from the Tampico fields, 
each bringing 65,000 barrels of oil for the 
Destrehan oil refinery of the Mexican Pe- 
troleum Corporation, which has just 
opened. 

Charles Smith, who is in charge of the 
Mexican Petroleum Corporation’s inter- 
ests here, has just returned from New 
York, bringing with him a crew of forty 
experienced oil refinery men. 

“The piant will operate to full capacity, 
sald Mr, Smith, ‘‘which will be about 
1,00 barrels per day. Within the next 
four months we expect to double the ca- 
pacity. Our oil tankers will ply regularly 
between Tampico and New Orleans, bring- 
ing ofl here from our Mexican fields.”

Corsicana Oil and Gas Field, Texas, 
Dates from 1895. 


The oil industry in Texas may be said 
to date from 1895, when the first success- 
ful well was drilled in the rich Corsicana 
field in Navarro county. Before that time 
the maximum annual production of oil in 
Texas had not exceeded 60 barrels. The 
Corsicana field continued to yield almost 
the total production of the State from 
18% until the discovery of the Beaumont 
field in 1901. 

-During the last 21 years more than 2,224 
Wells have been drilled in this field, and 
about three-fourths of them have been 
productive. At the close of 1915 the field 
had yielded almost 11,000,000 barrels of 
dil, about three-fifths of which came from 
the light-oil district and two-fifths from 
the heavy oil district. Some wells in the 
field have been producing for 15 to 20 
years. The production per acre has been 
differently estimated at 1,792 and 2,015 
barreis in the light-oil district and at 1,631 
and 1,787 barrels ‘n the heavy-oil district. 
The estimated ultimate production per 
acre for the field will be more than 2,000 
barrels, a quantity of oil sufficient to 
Cover the productive area to a depth of 
about 3 inches, 

The stratigraphy and structure of the 
Corsicana oil and gas field as well as the 
pecurrence and production of oil and gas 
nit are described in a report by G. C.

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IRVINE OIL FIELD IN KENTUCKY IS NOW 
RICHEST IN STATE—ALL IN THREE YEARS 


The Irvine oil field, jn Kentucky, has 
developed from nothing three years ago 
into the richest oil territory in the State, 
and a dead-an-alive town of 300 people 
has expanded into a city of 6,000 inhabi- 
tants. 

Three years ago there was a sleepy lit- 
tle village on the bank of Kentucky 
River. The lands near the village could 
be bought for two or three dollars an 
acre, 

The mountains here are composed of 
layers of rock, one, two or three hundred 
feet thick, and the region is like a great 
layer cake that has. been cut into at a 
dozen p'aces, the cuts being valleys, in 
the bottoms of which rush the tumultuous 
tributaries of the Kentucky. 

Now, after three vears, a 
change has affected the people of the 
region and their activities. The little-used 
mountain trails are widened and deeply 
worn into rocky roads, over which 6-mule 
teams struggle to pull or hold back small 
loads of steel pipe’ and machinery. The 
mountain stillness is broken by the stac- 
cato “‘pup, pup, pup” of scores of gas 
engines, most of them hidden from view 
in the shrubbery. ° 

Some tarms that were worth a few hun- 
dred or a thousand dollars three years ago 
would now bring a million or more. The 
village, which is now the city of Irvine, 
has an estimated population of 6,000. The 
railroad and the few wagon roads have 
been greatly improved, 


The Irvine oil field is in several respects 
unique. It is by far the richest yet de- 


profound 


veloped in Kentucky. In fact, its output 
in 1917 will be more than twice as great 
as that of the dozens of other oil fields 
in the State, some of them long produc- 
tive; and if nothing unforeseen happens 


it will, according to the United States 
Geological Survey. produce much more 
in 1918. The field is in a region where 


oil showings have long been known and 
oil has long been sought, and yet some- 
how this great pool 10 miles long and 
2 miles wide was missed. 

Some oil had been found southeast of 
Irvine 20 years ago and pools have been 
developed in the surrounding region, but 
the great pool northeast of Irvine long 
lay undiscovered and unsuspected, though 
the United States Geological Survey in 
1911, had reported that oil would probably 
be found at this particular place. 

The west side of the Irvine fie!d is 
within a mile of outcrops of the oil- 
bearing bed, which may be seen at sev- 
eral places in and around Irvine. Some 
of the wells are less than 100 feet deep 
and yet furnish good yields, even the 
oldest showing a relatively low rate of 
decline. , 

The history of the field and its geology, 
including the nature and the lay of the 
rocks, the character of the oil and its oc- 
currence in the earth, and many other 
features of the field, are described in a 50- 
page report comtaining numerous maps, 
diagrams, and half-tone plates, just is- 
sued by the Geological Survey, Depart- 
ment of the Interior, as Bulletin 661-D.

40,000 Bbl. a Day Gusher Brought 


in at Goose Creek, Texas. 
Houston, Texas, Aug. 10, 1917. 


What is said to be the biggest oil pro- 
ducing well brought in in the Gulf Coast 
fields since the first strikes on Spindletop 
is flowing at the rate of about 40,000 barre’s 
a day at Goose Creek. The producing 
strata was encountered at a depth of 
3.180 feet, which is below that of any 
other well yet bored in the comparatively 
new field. The new Goose Creek gusher 
is owned by the Sims-Sinclair interests. 

Since August 1 there has been added 
to the daily production of the Gulf coast 
fields approximately 107,000 barrels of oil 
which breaks all records since the decline 
of the yield began about two years ago. 
The new production since August 1 in the 
Goose Creek district alone amounts to 
about 70,000 barrels. The Texas Explora- 
tion Company brought in a gusher a few 
days ago at Damon Mound that has a 
flow of about 10.000 barrels per day. 

With the striking of this deeper oil 
strata in the Goose Creek and Damon 
Mound fields that give forth flows of the 


gusher type, the possibilities of increas- 


ing production is regarded as almost un- 
limited. 


Wyoming United Oil Company Fol- 
lows Merger in Several Wyoming 


Fields. 


The Wyoming United Oil Company is 
the name of the new Delaware corpora- 
tion organized as the holding company 
for the combined Wyoming Petroleum 
Company, Goshen Wyoming Oil Company, 
Rawhide Basin Petroleum Company and 
the Yoder Oil Company. The Wyoming 
company has 2,600 acres in the Lander 
field; the Goshen Wyoming about 960 
acres in the Goshen basin; the Rawhide 
about 1,600 acres in Rawhide Basin near 
the town of Torrington, and the Yoder 
1,280 acres in the Big Muddy field. The 
new company has 500,000 shares. 


Spelter Production of U. S. for First 
Half of 1917 Larger. 


The United States Geological Survey, 
from returns representing 99 per cent. of 
the output, estimates that the production 
of spelter during the first six months cf 
197 was 364,000 short tons, as compared 
with 351,000 short tons during the last half 
of 1916. Stocks on hand are estimated at 
33,000 tons, as compared with 17,600 tons at 
the beginning of the year. A large num- 
ber of retorts, about 35,000, including four- 
teen complete plants, were reported idle 
June 30, in addition to the retorts engaged 
in refining prime Western metal and in 
re-distilling zinc ashes. The complete re- 
port will be ready for publication in about 
two weeks, 











CADDO SUIT FILED. 


United States Acts to Recover Oil 
Lands in Louisiana. 


New Orleans, La., Aug. 9, 

There has been filed in the 
States District Court by R. A. Hunter, 
special assistant to Attorney General 
aregory, the first of a series of suits to 
be instituted by the United States against 
oil interests operating in the Caddo oil 
fields, in which from $600,000 to $700,000 
worth of production is involved. 

C. W. Lane, the Caddo Levee Board, 
the Producers’ Oil Company and the 
Texas Company are named as defendants 
in this action, which. as the others will 
have, has as its object the recovery of 
the value of production taken from lands 
which the government contends was with- 
drawn from entry and all other forms of 
appropriation by Presidential order issued 
December 15, 1908. 

Contirmation of the government's title 
to this land, a part of territory in the 
Caddo fields, designated as petroleum re- 
serve No. 4, cancellation of the lease 
Lane alleges to have had from the Levee 
Loard, and injunetion§ restraining the 
present occupants from further irespass- 
ing, the appointment of a receiver to 
manage the production of the contested 
territory and an accounting by each d: 
fendant of the production taken from 
the property, are objects sought by the 
government. There will be seventeen of 
the suits.

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Discovery That Chicago Smoke In- 
spection Chief Heads Oil Com- 
pany Causes Stir. 


Chicago, Aug. 10, 1917. 
The discovery that Dr. Wm. H. Reid, 
formerly a dentist, now head of the Bu- 
reau of Smoke Inspection of the city of 


Chicago, has dropped his profession and 
taken up the oil business as a side line 
to his municipal job of inspecting boilers 
that smoke too much, has caused a stir 
in Chicago political circles. He is presi- 
dent ef the White Star Oil Company. 

BE. R. Laub, who is secretary of the oil 
company, is Smoke Inspector Reid’s sec- 
retary in the city hall. Charles A. Ryan, 
formerly a salesman for the W. P. Col- 
lins Oil Company, is the third member of 
the new company.

Assistant Directorship, Bureau of 
Mines, Created as a War Measure. 


Washington, Aug. 10, 1917. 

As a war measure a new Office has been 
created in the Bureau of Mines of the 
U. S. Department of the Interior-——that of 
assistant director. 

Frank de Wolf, director of the Geolog- 
ical Survey of Illinois, has been selected 
for this office. The Bureau of Mines 
sougiit to obtain his services permanently 
te meet a need that has been emphasized 
by the Council of National Defense, but 
the Llinois Survey would not dispense 
with his services for an indefinite period. 
He has, therefore, been loaned to the 
Bureau of Mines for three months, with 
salary and expenses ‘paid as the “‘bit”’ 
that the Illinois Survey is doing to aid 
in national defense. 

Because of the urgent need for mineral 
materials of all sorts for the manufac- 
ture of munitions and other war supplies 
on a wholesale basis, a very extensive 
mineral deposit survey has been made by 
the Bureau of Mines. All of its divisions 
have specialists in various lines working 
with sub-committees of trade under the 
Council of National Defense on the varl- 
ous war problems. It is to assist Director 
Van H. Manning in the administration of 
this very importamt work, with especial 
supervision over mineral supplies for war 
needs, that Mr. de Wolf has been given 
this new war post.

In June, 1917, the United States Geo- 
logical Survey published a list of the 
lands which by executive orders have 
been included in petroleum withdrawas 
and restorations since September 30, 1916, 
the date of the reprint of Bulletin 623, 
“Petroleum withdrawals and restorations 
affecting the public domain.’ Since the 
issue of this list the survey has been 
notified of the approval of three additional 
orders, one a withdrawal and the other 
two restorations.

Promise of Oil and Gas in Bristow 


Quadrangle, Creek County, Okla. 


The United States Geological Survey 
has recently issued a _ report entitled 
“Structure of the northern part of the 
Bristuw quadrangle, Creek county, Okla- 
homa, with reference to petroleum and 
natural gas,’’ which describes several 
lecalities where there is considerable 
promise of oil and gas. Anticlinal folds 
(arches of strata) are the promising geo- 
logic features in these localities and the 
two most notable folds lie respectively 5 
and 7 miles northwest of Bristow, and 
about 6 miles east of Shamrock. Of 
eourse, anticlinal structure alone does 
not insure the presence of an oil pool, but 
the nearness of these two anticlines to 
the Shamrock extension of the Cushing 
oil and gas field makes it seem probable 
that the oil and gas sands that have been 
developed at Shamrock should also be 
found in the anticlines northwest of 
Bristow. 

There are other anticlines in the region, 
but as they are small and as most of 
them are associated with faults they are 
regarded as of doubtful or relatively small 
value and probably will not be tested 
until the larger ones are drilled and their 
value proved. Besides the anticlines there 
are several series of faults in this region. 
The exposed rocks belong to the Penn- 
sylvania series and consist mainly of 
alternating lenticular sandstones and 
shales, in which there are few good hori- 
zon markers. The outcrops of the rocks 
are generally poor, and even the contacts 
between the shales and the sandstones 
are at most places found with difficulty. 
The mapping of the structure as it is 
shown in this report is therefore in part 
tentative. 

This report, which was prepared by A. 
ki, Fath, is published principally for use 
in the development of the petroleum and 
matural gas industry of the region. By 
pointing out the localities that hold the 
largest promise of oil and gas it should 
help to prevent wasteful drilling in places 
of little or no promise.

Minneapolis, Minn., Aug. 8, 1917. 


The cash flaxseed market is a smal] af- 
fair at present with only a few bulkhead 
car lots coming in for sale and some sack 
lots representing elevator clean-ups of- 
fered. There is a good demand for every- 
thing in sight with buyers showing a 
keen competitive spirit. Prices shot up 
10c. in one day and today made a fur- 
ther gain Exhaustion of supplies in pri- 
vate elevators and a very small reserve 
in public houses gives the crushers litt’e 
leeway in the oil business and naturally 
they are trying to make the most of the 
situation for themselves. Minneapolis re- 
ceived but 26,000 bushels of seed compared 
with a total of 69,000 bushels received in 
the same week a year ago. Duluth re- 
ceived 46,772 bushels, compared with a 
total of 56,852 bushels received a year 
ago. There are no indications that the 
farmers have a reserve to sell. Line ele- 
vator companies are buying nothing at 
_all and shipments. from independent 
houses are very light. At present there 
is a supply of 464,000 bushels of seed in 
Minneapolis and Duluth public elevators 
and some of the Duluth supply belongs to 
Eastern crushers. Minneapolis elevators 
contain put 100,000 bushels. 

New crop news is decidely mixed, but 
the tenor of them indicates the govern- 
ment estimate of 12,800,000 bushels as be- 
ing too liberal. A representative of a 
local crushing company is sending in 
pessimistic reports from Montana terri- 
tory, where he figures the result will be 
but three bushels to the acre. The 
government estimates 6.6 bushels to the 
acre for the entire Northwest. There are 
some very good patches of flax to be 
found, however. A representative of a 
local elevator company took a trip along 
the Soo Line last week and reported all 
the flax fields he observed to be in fine 
shape and promising a good yield. Rains 
came in time to save part of the North 
Dakota crop and fields that were consid- 
ered destroyed will return something in 
the way of a crop, sufficient to make it 
profitable to harvest the fields. Reports 
from Canada improved for a time, but 
frosty weather developed there last night. 
No reports of damage were received to- 
day. 

Views on the government report differ, 
but most in the trade have an idea that 
the figures are « trifle liberal. An esti- 
mate by a local commission house, usu- 
ally considered reliable, placed the yield 
this year around 10,000,000 bushels. The 
total return will probably come between 
the two estimates. The hot weather 
period rushed growth considerably and 
brought a good deal of the acreage to a 
point that will not allow of a calamity 
in case a late August frost develops. 
Considering the severity of the weather 
in eariy July the outlook is pretty fair, 
but a yield of only 12,000,000 bushels will 
be a deep disappointment to the crushers. 

The movement of Manchurian seed to 
this country was interrupted by the lack 
of tonnage to carry it, according to a 
member of a firm that specialized in the 
importation of Asiatic grain. Prices in 
this country are plenty high enough to 
attract the shipments, but efforts to se- 
cure boats to carry supplies to this coun- 
try have been fruitless of late. The ef- 
forts to bring Pacific tonnage to the At- 
lamtic will further remove hopes of being 
able to traffic in Manchurian flax. 

There is naught but perfunctory trade 
in the futures at the maximum price set 
by the Duluth Board of Trade directors. 


Just ar occasional lot changes hands. 
With the Winnipeg market so much 
higher than Duluth it is not to be ex- 


pected that any hedging of United States 
seed will be attempted. Although Minne- 
apolis crushers are putting out quotations 
for seed to arrive in September, October 
and November the level tis not high 
enough to result in any trade. The 
strength at Winnipeg would have as much 
influence-on this situation as in the case 
of the futures. The to arrive price for 
the three months mentioned is $3.45. Ef- 
forts are being made to get the Duluth 
Board of Trade authorities to rescind 
their orders regarding a maximum figure, 
but they refuse to take action until the 
government food control biil is signed. 
What the government intends to do will 
be the deciding influence in the matter.

Compared with other seasons the 
amount of busimess secured this year is 
running fair to good, but there is no im- 
portant trade transpiring. Buyers are tak- 
ing what they can get along with and 
all of the business concerns prompt or 
near-by shipment. Interest in deferred 
was checked by the approach of the gov- 
ernment crop report. Buyers waited on 
the government estimate of flaxseed re- 
turns. The announcement today did not 
result in any immediate increase in trade. 
ailing to get the maximum price re- 
moved in the Duluth futures market the 
crushers can do nothing now but wait for 


further developments. They can nut 
hedge sales in the futures nor can they 
secure seed to arrive at prices they 


are 
at present bidding. : 

Shipping directions on old amd maturing 
contracts are prompt. Buyers having lots 
coming to them usually are in need of 
them and in case they are not in need 
of them they can sell out at a good 
profit at a figure lower than the crushers 
can quote. Cars are in fair to good sup- 
ply and the trade is not bothered any 
by the lack of transportation facilities. 
Spot oil quoted at $1.15 today with offer- 
ings very light at that figure. The an- 
nouncement of a 5c. advance in Eastern 
markets had no immediate effect locally, 


though . the local crushers admitted that 
their prices were lower than warranted 
by existing circumstances,

week ago. There is a very strong de- 
mand for the limited output and the 
crushers are able to get most any price 
they ask for their supplies. The daily 
output is generally sold ahead and there 
is no possibility of an accumulation of 
supplies. Crushers are unable to take 
care of all of the business that is pro- 
ferred tiem and most of them are selling 
what they have in sight from day to day, 
thereby getting the advantage of the lat- 
est change in values. The undertone of 
the market is very strong, in spite of a 


reaction in millfeed values and an in- 
creasing supply of flour mill offal. Feed- 
ers evidently find meal to their liking 


and the forced use of it this year is ex- 
pected to result in a permanent expan- 
sion in the domestic market, a_ thing 
greatly desired by the crushers. It took 
a long time to convert the feeders of the 
country to the use of bran and the edu- 
cation in the use of meal has been as 
tedious. The shortage of millfeed this 
year is likely to prove a boon to the 
crushers, and it will probably prove that

Duluth, Minn., Aug. 8, 1917. 


The flax market is fully as dull as that 
in the grain busirtess in general, and one 
of the standard jokes of the Duluth board 
members is to take their friends to the 
trading floor to show them ‘where the 


board of trade used to operate.’ An 
effort to start something was made last 
Monday when at a meeting of the board 
members, a motion was made to take the 
lid off flax and permit open trading again. 
This motion was defeated by a majority 
of four. The reason advanced for the 
opposition was that the board should do 
nothing of this kind until the whole mat- 
ter of food control has been dealt with 
by the Federal Government and the 
dealers will know what to do. Winnl- 
peg is the only flax market on the conti- 
nent where open trading is permitted. 

It is significant that the October option 
in flax on the Winnipeg market is 8 cents 
over the same in this market, when the 
spread is usually about 20 cents, with the 
Winnipeg market under the Duluth levels. 

The price of cash flax in this market 
has not changed for some days, owing to 
the fact that nobody is offering any for 
sale and accepting no offers from others 
who wart to buy. The outlook here, it is 
generally conceded, is for a very short 
crop of flax this year on this continent, 
and as Argentina is a coniectural quan- 
tity only, no dea’ers in flax are going 
tc let go of their holdings and the market 
is virtually at a standstill. Estimates for 
the Northwest seem to agree that this 
year there will be only about 8,000,000 
bushels of flax yielded on this side of the 
line as against 15,000,000 bushels a year 
ago, und not to exceed 4.000.000 on the 
other side. In fact the Canadian crop 
is estimated by most of those making 
the guess at closer to 2,000,000 bushels than 
higher.

Prices, however, are fluctuating, 
and with very poor reports coming 
from the agricultural sections of the 
Ajmerican and Canadian Northwests 
the possibility of a shortage is given 
more attention. The government crop 
report, which was issued on Wednes- 
day, reduced the estimated yield of 
flaxseed to 12,800,000 bushels, as com- 
pared with the estimate of 17,000,000 
bushels as given in the July report. 
Private estimates say that the official 
estimate has not given full credit to 
the damage done and that the actual 
outturn will be less than that set forth 
in the government report. That. re- 
ports of a small seed supply are given 
credence is shown by the position of 
the oil market, which has advanced 
sharply during the period. Some of 
the other vegetable oils also were 
higher in price during the interval 
and this helps to strengthen the posi- 
tion of linseed oil. The pigments are 
moving quietly with prices firm and 
producing costs holding up. Colors 
are in fair demand, but the market is 
not featured in any way. Metallic 
paints are firmly held and offerings of 
some selections are small, and with 
the cost of placing them on the mar- 
ket producers are forced to secure 
higher prices than are usually quoted. 
A report on linseed oil and naval 
stores will be found on pages 29 and 
33, respectively. Comment on the im-

LEAD, ZINC AND PIGMENTS 


PIG LEAD.—It is reported that the 
government has bought August re- 
quirements at 8c. per pound. It is not 
stated, however, how much was taken. 
and this gives a feeling of uncertainty, 
as fears are entertained that the sup- 
ply for ordinary consumers will be 
small. Prices are quoted at llc. per 
pound. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBON- 
ATE).—The metal market is fluctuat- 
ing within narrow limits, but not 
enough to have any material effect on 
the values of the pigments. The 
prices, as quoted for pig lead, also are 
not free, as demand for large amounts 
would stiffen prices and uncertainty 
still exists regarding the amounts 
which wil! be available for the in- 
dustrial trades after the government 
requirements are taken care of. Pro- 
ducers of dry basic carbonate are not 
opening up trading by quoting on dis- 
tant deliveries and buying is held 
down to prompt and nearby shipments, 
Prices are unchanged with round lots 
quoted at 11%c. per pound, and white 
lead in oil is still offered at a mini- 
mum price of 12%c, per pound, with 
smaller lots high accordingly. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC SUL- 
PHATE).—Some demand for basic sul- 
phate in comparatively small lots is 
said to have been filled at prices 
ranging from 11\%c. to 11%c. per pound, 
but the quotation for large quantities 
is still held at 11lc. per pound. Condi- 
tions in the market are not changing 
and sellers say that future values will 
depend on the prices asked for the 
metal and the amounts which are of- 
fered, 

RED LEAD.—While demand for red 

lead has not been heavy there have 
been no accumulations in the hands of 
sellers and stocks on hand are report 
ed to be comparatively small. Values 
are unchanged but are firm, with the 
lowest quotation at 13c. per pound for 
the dry product. Red lead in oil varies 
in price, according to quantity, with 
quotations at 138%4c. per pound and uy- 
wards, 
_LITHARGE.—While some consum- 
ing trades are practically out of the 
market for the present, there is a fair- 
ly seasonable call for this oxide and 
the market is reported to be in a firm 
Position. As is the case’ with the 
other lead pigments the strength in 
Prices reverts to the position of the 
Taw materia!. The quotation of pro- 
ducers is given at 12%c. per pound, 

ORANGE MINERAL.—Some second 
hand offerings are reported to have 
been on the market and to have sotd 
above the prices asked bv first hands. 
This illustrates the fact that stocks in 
Sellers’ hands are not large and proves 
that values are strong from the stand-

This gives prominence 
to second hand offerings and any offer 
ings which are to be had are hed at 
high prices. Private terms usually en- 
ter into any transactions but open 
quotations are heard at 16%@17c. per 
pound. This quotation applies to ordi- 
nary zine oxide, as French process 
grades are held at 19@21c. per pound, 
according to grade. The prices as es- 
tablished some time ago for contracts 
still hold good in the case of both ordi- 
nary zine oxide and French process 
brands.

YELLOWS. 

The position of chemically pure 
chrome yellow is said to be defined by 
the prices asked for raw materials, 
and the latter are holding firm in 
price, with the tendency towards 
higher rather than to lower levels. 
Quotations for the color are given at 
per pound. There is a quiet 
but steady market for domestic offer- 
ings of ocher, and sellers are asking 
22@30 per ton. 


OTHER PAINT MATERIALS. 


Some of the materials in this list 
are in good demand, and this may be 
referred to barytes, whiting and putty. 
Routine markets are reported for tale 
and the casein market is quiet, but is 
firm, owing to the limited production. 
Varnish gums are holding strong in 
price, with demand moderate. Window 
glass is another item which is to tbe 
included with those which ‘are firm in 
price, and prominent factors in the 
trade say that values are almost sure 
to advaince later in the season, 

s3ARYTES.—A report from the U. S. 
Geological Survey says that the ap- 
parent consumption of barytes in the 
United States in 1916 increased prac- 
tically 100 per cent. over that in 1915. 
This great increase in the domestic 
consumption was due, not only to the 
demand of the new barium chemical 
industry in this country, but also to 
increased manufacture of lithopone and 
to the greater use of ground barytes, 
particularly in the rubber industry, 
The market showed ino changes during 
the week, but values are well main- 
tained, and sellers are quoting $28@32 
per ton for good grades. 

CHALK.—Imports of chalk into this 
country in May are given as amount- 
ing to 10,959 tons, valued at $10,343, and 
for the eleven months ending May im- 
ports were 130,928 tons, valued at $119,- 
036. These figures show that imports 
have reached a fair total, but demand 
for the products made from chalk have 
increased and it is necessary to in- 
crease the imports of the raw material 
if the demand is to be taken care of, 
and actual imports show a loss when 
compared with normal requirements. 
Hence the firmness in prices for chalk 
are explained, although the prices de- 
pend largely on the arrangement made 
for shipping, as freights make up a 
large part of value at delivered 
points. 

CASEIN.—There is no active demand 
for casein, but this does not mean 
that prices are easy, for the opposite 
is the case. The output of domestic 
producers is reported to have been re- 
duced, owing to the greater use of 
milk in lines which prevented a nor- 
mal amount, for the production of 
casein. Current quotations for casein 
are given at 23@30c. per pound. 

WHITING.—Only moderate amounts 
of whiting are on the market, and 


the prices quoted are at com, 
high levels. Commercial w 
said to have sold on a bas 
per 100 pounds and gilders a 
100 pounds.

GLUES. 


Imports of glues and glu 
reports and a comparison of the totals 
which have come into this country for 
the eleven months ending M ‘\y do not 
show so badly when compired with 
the normal imports before the tariff of 
glue was lowered. However, there is 
no denying the fact that the amounts 
of glue which have been offered on the 
market in recent months have been 
comparatively small and prices haye 
been high, not only on account of the 
close relationship between supply and 
demand but also because of the ip. 
creased cost of production following 
higher prices for raw materials, Thege 
conditions are still effective and the 
market is in a firm position, 


VARNISH GUMS. 


There is a good demand for varnish 
gums and prices are reported to pe 
firm, as difficulty is found in arrang.- 
ing shipments and uncertainty exists 
about the amounts which will be a¥ai- 
able later in the year. Stocks of gums 
at primary points are said to be light 
and prices are also high, and when 
the unusually high freights are taken 
into consideration it is easy to see 
why the prices as quoted in domestic 
markets should be on a strong basis,

New Tariff Regulations as to Varnish 


in Argentina. 


New deve!scpments in the paint and yay- 
nish industry since the enacimenrs Cf the 
Argentine turiff and the resulting lack 
of conformity in certain cases betw#ee; 
the official valuations for duty purposes 
and ‘the actual value of the products 
have led to the issuance of an executive 
decree of February 26, 1917, adopting a 
new classification for varnishes and fix- 
ing official valuations more in accord. 
ance with the real values. Heretofore 
practically all kinds of varnish have 
been subject to the same rate of duty, 
which was 25 per cent. on the officia 
value of 0.80 peso per kilo, or $9.45 per 10 
pounds, including the surtax of 2 per 
cent. formerly in effect. As a result some 
products, such as certain cheap enamels, 
which are not generally regarded as var- 
nishes, have been subject to a dispro- 
portionately high rate of duty because 
they are technically of the mature of 
varnishes. Under the new decree, the 
general rate of duty of 25 per cent., in- 
creased by temporary surtaxes to 82 per 
eent., is continued, but the classification 
and valuations are changed as follows:

NEW CASINGHEAD 
GAS REGULATIONS 


Physical Field Test Feature 
of Agreement as to Reach- 
ing Output. 


Washington, Aug. 11, 1917. 

Regulations covering the production of 
casinghead gas and the basis on which 
royalty shall be paid to the Indians as 
wards of the United States Government 
were approved today by the Secretary of 
the Interior. These regulations provide 
for a physical field test rather than a 
plant test, and this change was affected 
as a result of a hearing granted to pro- 
ducers before Cato Sells, the Commission- 
er of Indian Affairs, this week. 

A tentative draft of regulations had 
been prepared by attorneys for the In- 
dian Bureau and the Department of the 
Intericr, following an earlier hearing to 
all trade interests. This draft was sub- 
mitted to all trade interests, and the pro- 
ducers asked for the second hearing, at 
which they pointed out that the pliant 
test as proposed was impractical in their 
territory. 

The Bureau of Mines had suggested 
that the total output of the plant should 
be taken and then the payment should 
be apportioned among the leases on the 
basis of periodic tests. of the flow of 
casinghead gas. 

The physical field test is a technical 
way ot computing the casinghead gas 
drawn from a number of leases by putting 
a testing apparatus om the lease to fig- 
ure out how much gas can be extracted 
from the raw material. The plant test 
makes the computation after the refin- 
ing process as a basis for paying royaity. 

The piant test is used in California, 
where the producers draw from only one 
lease. It has never been tried in Okla- 
homa, where the producers say that on 
account of drawing from a number of 
leases it would be impractical. 

The producers are much pleased 
the regulations approved today. 

They apply to all restricted Indian iands 
except the Osage. 

They prs that permission for loca- 
tions of gasoline plants should be vwob- 
tained from Gabe Parker, superintendent 
of the Five Civilized Tribes. 

They are worked out on a carefuily 
computed schedule, whereby the lessee, if 
he manufactures the gasoline himself, 
settles with the Indian on an allowance 
of two-thirds for plant operation—svo that 
the Indian gets his 12% per cent. on the 
basis of one-eighth of the other one-third. 
Where the lessee selis to a gas manu- 
facturing plant he gets seven-eighths of 
the one-third, the Indian gets one-eighth 
of the one-third and the plant operator 
is allowed the other two-thirds, 

Where the leésee operates the plant 
himself there is no need for a contract. 
Where the lessee sells to a gasoiine man- 
ufacturing plant operator there must be 
a contract between the lessee and the 
plant operator, which must carry the ap- 
proval of the superinténdent of the Iive 
‘Tribes, subject to restrictions by the Ied- 
eral department. 

The department on notice to the parties 
interested reserves the right to change 
these casinghead gas regulations, by cail- 
ing a hearing of the trade interests con- 
cerned.

The gentlemen's agreement, by which 
the Senate will not during the preset 
session of Congress take up any legish- 
tion except that relating to war, is sfill 
being applied to Senator Broussard’s bill 
providing that section 5 of the act of 
March 3, 1917, shall not be construed to 
apply to ethyl alcohol for governmental, 
sclentific, medicinal, mechanical, manu- 
facturing and industrial purposes, etc 
In the meantime, the Postoffice Depart- 
ment is continuing to construct the act 
to make it apply to such ethyl alcohol by 
which advertising of that product for the 
purposes indicated is prevented.

Hong Kong Cassia Exports for 1916 
Increased to United States. 


The cassia trade in 1916 from Hong Kong 
continued below the average, although 
there was an increase in shipments 
the '‘nited States. The output of Hong 
Kong was 117,024 cases, compared with 
103,111 in 1915. It is estimated that ex 
ports of Canton cassia decreased from 
102,000 packages im 1915 tot 66,000 in 1b. 
Iixpurts of all kinds of cassia to the 
United States, owing to favorab.e freight 
rates, increased from 3,896,005 pounds, val- 
ued at $172,414, in 1915, to 6,870,402, $453,9%, 
in 1916. Prices advanced from month to 
month during the whole season, 

Shipments of essential oils to all coun- 
tries decreased from 13,071 cases in 1% 
to 12,429 in 1916. Cassia oil sent to the 
United States increased in value from 
$48,792 to $113,732, but aniseed oil de 
creased from $177,157 to $108,271.

LINSEED OIL. 


A summary of developments in the 
oil market for the last week shows two 
features which are outstanding. First 
is the poor progress of the growing 
Seed crop, as shown by the reports of 
the Crop Reporting Bureau of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, and second is 
the sharp advance in quotations for oil. 
In our report of last week the quota- 
tion for oil in car lots was given at $1.17 
per gallon. Today the lowest price at 
which crushers will accept business is 
$1.24 per gallon. In fact, some sellers 
are holding firm at $1.25 per gallon. 
Another feature of the market is the 
fact that futures are not quoted freely, 
and it is difficult to find a seller who 
wil take on orders for distant deliv- 
eries under the spot figure, anqd some 
sellers do not want to go far ahead at 
any price, Actua] trading is not open- 
ing up actively, but buyers are losing 
confidence in a lower-priced market, and 
seem to be waiting more to get a line on 
what the demand for their products is 
to be rather than because they are ex- 
pecting to buy oil at lower prices. The 
slow outlet for cake and uncertainty 
about its position in the coming months 
also tend to restrict offerings of oil, and 
unless a way is found to ship cake the 
cost of producing oil will be relatively 
higher. There is nothing in the reserve 
supply of seed and oil, in the expected 
supply of seed from the new crop or in 
the cake market which can be construed 
as leading to lower prices, 

The proposal to remove the maxi- 
mum price for the seed options at Du- 
luth was not successful and values 
remain tixed at $3.30 per bushel, al- 
though the spot market is about lic. 
per bushel above that figure, Hence 
it is a}] arent that under normal trad- 
ing conditions the prices for these op- 
tions would be higher than is now the 
ease, but this also proves the nomin.l 
position of the market and makes it 


probable that actual trading in seed 
will ‘be confined to spot offerings.

Buy- 
erg and sellers are unable to agree on 
prices, and prompt shipments during 
most of the week have remained nomi- 
nal at $1.02 per gallon. Weather con- 
ditions have been quite favorable for 
progress of the new cotton crop. The 
official weather report states in part 
that moderate to heavy rains fell dur- 
ing the week in Oklahoma and from 
Louisiana eastward to South Carolina; 
it was excessive at a few points in the 
Southern and Southeastern States. 
Showers occurred at nearly one-half 
the reporting stations in Texas, with 
moderate, to heavy amounts in the 
Panhandle and north-central portion. 
There was very little rain from cen- 
tral Arkansas eastward across much 
of Tennessee and North Carolina. The 
temperature was slightly above the 
normal in all but some southeastern 
parts of the cotton area. Below is a

SPIRITS OF TURPENTINE.—<Actual 
business has not progressed along very 
active lines since. our last report, but 
the market has maintained a firm posi- 
tion and spot prices have averaged a 
little higher. General complaint is 
heard about bringing goods from Sa- 
vannah to New York. The high freight 
rates effective and the scarcity of coast- 
wise tonnage are keeping local supplies 
at a low level and there is not much 
difficulty experienced in sustaining 
values. Conditions are not likely to 
improve in the near future and it is 
possible that buyers may find them- 
selves in an embarassing position if 
their stocks run too low. Shipments 
at Savannah for the week were 1,344 
barrels. Receipts were 3086 barrels. 
Stocks are 31,370 barrels, compared 
with 29 224 barrels last week, and 14,- 
848 barrels last year at this time. At 
Jacksonville the price was 37%c. a gal- 
lon at the close. London stocks on 
July 21 were 35 845 barrels, against 34 - 
042 barrels in 1916, and 27,995 in 1915 
for the corresponding periods, ‘The 
following table shows the range of 
spirits of turpentine in the local mar- 
ket for each day during the past week.

The article stated that wormseed oil is 
being used as a substitute for santonin, 
and that santonin is used in fighting hog 
cholera. Dr. Stockberger calls attention 
to the fact that this was an unintentional 
error on the part of the correspondent 
and that jit should have read in treatment 
of intestinal worms. 

Santonin has long been known as a 
vermicide for intestinal worms in both 
man and domestic animals, and the gov- 
ernment authority states that neither 
santonin nor wormseed oil are specifics 
for hug cholera, which is successfully 
treated with a specially prepared anti- 
hog cholera serum now manufactured 
commercially and used exteusively.

EASTERN REVIEW. 


Fittsburgh, Pa., Aug. 10, 1917. 


A review of the high grade petroleum fields 
east of the Mississippi River, comprising South- 
eru New York, Pennsylvania, West \irginia, 
Southeastern, Central and Northwestern Ohio, 
Indiana, Illinois and Kentucky, for the week, 
shows a heavy decline in the number of fin- 
ished wells, production, dry holes ard gas 
wells, 

The long-expected advance in crude petroleum 
coming first to the products of the mid-con 
tinent, embracing Oklahoma, Kansas, Arkan- 
sas and the Northern Texas field, is forecast 
sufficient for operators of the high grade fields 
that the markets east of the Mississippi River 
will ultimately go up. Ten years ago Penn- 
sy!vania-grade oils were the barometer for 
crude cil over the world; today price fluctu- 
ations migrate from the West to the East, 
instead of from the Bast to the West. Field 
conditions, as well as the price of materials and 
cost of labor, justify an advance of from 30 
to % cents per barrel. Thousands of barrels 
have veen for months marketed at a premium 
above quotations. Demand is far in excess of 
consumption at this time, as no oil is being 
deflected from Mexico and none has been com- 
ing East from California for years, the Coast 
suplying Japan and the Oriental countries, 
Statistics of the, petroleum field for July show 
a decreased number of completions and an in- 
crease of 6,250 barrels in new _ production. 
Kansas and Oklahoma furnishing the increase, 
though the high grade fields’ production was 
a slight gain over the preceding month, Elimi- 
nating dry heles end gas wells, new wells 
showing paying production amount to 1,403, a 
slight increase over both June and May.

Present Oil Conditions. 


The statistical review, as a whole, is favor- 
able, proving that operators will find oil it 
the markets are kept up, 48 wildcatting has 
uncovered a monster fleld in Butler county, 
Kansas, where it was passed over entirely a 
few years ago on @ declining market. At the 
same time the present level of the market, be- 
fore the increased cost of materials, caused the 
opening of Kentucky, which had for years 
been nep’ected in the belief that it was pure 
ly “‘flivver’ territory, When the drill got ac 
tive real pools were opened in entirely new 
sections, 

Average wells the past month were higher 
than for a long time in the high grade fields, 
while there was a correspondingly decrease in 
actual failures in many of the fields east of 
the Mississippi. The week gives indication 
of something developing from the Speechley 
sand pool, northeast of Pittsburgh, in Penn- 
sylvania while in the Cabin Creek district, in 
West Virginia, remains the only big pool, hav- 
ing steadily increased since its original open- 
ink in December. 1914. 

Ohio, indiana, Illinois and ‘Kentucky of the 
central group of the high grade flelds added 
nothing during the past month or so, but 
Kentucky, now included in this division com- 
pleted 124 wells for a production of 1,546 bar- 
rels for July, @& loss of @ barrels, and 40 less 
wells finished. Irvine and Scottsville remain 
the sieller lights of the State 


Scarcity of Material. 


On an advancing market there Is only one 
handicap to steadily increasing oj] wells. This 
is the impossibility of gettlng materials. Hun- 
dreds of wells have been pulled out and aban- 
doned ‘n Northwestern Ohio and Indiana in 
order to get pipe and casing for new ventures 
in Kansas, Okiahoma, Wyoming, Kentucky 
and Tennessee. 


Totals 


Bir amounts of materials have been shipped 
to Wyoming, where Midwest Refining and Uhio 
Uil companies have taken over the bulk of 
acreage drilling on shares, With the further- 
ance of war plans it is probable that the de 
mand for gasoline will be increased rapidly, 
and with the fact predominant that the re 
Serve stocks will not cover the deficit for any 
great length of time, it is evident that drastic 
action may be necessary to conserve the use 
of gasoline, <At the present time it is con 
sidered more profitable to drill for light pump- 
ers in old territory than to take ‘the risk at- 
tending the search for new territory. 

The past two months have shown a decline 
in new work, despite the fact that the mar. 
ket is over the $3 mark Owing to the size of 
the wells in the kind of territeary at hand 
there is ne profit in drilling, and operators

the Dallas Oil Company ran on to a pool of 
oil in the deep sand, getting a 1,200-bar- 
rel well at 2,800 feet. A mad rush for leases 
followed and as most of these leases car- 
ried short time drilling contracts, the urgent 
demand for pipe for immediate delivery re- 
sulted in a shortage, which has aimost 
paralyzed the industry. A few new wells 
have been started, but in most instances 
serious delays are being causeq by the 
scarcity of materials, 

The extension of the Caddo pool was first 
made by the Bilton Oil and Gas Company, 
who drilled several 100-barrel wells about 
three miles east of Lew in April and 
May. Last week the Producers’ Vil Com- 
pany got a 600-barrel well in this district, 
confirming the existence of an important pool, 
and there are now eight wells drilling in 
surrounding territory with many more in 
prospect. 


Slight Production Increase. 


Production for the past week showed an 
increase of 700 barrels daily, the average 
daily production amounting to 27,700 bar- 
rels, against 27,000 for the previous week. 
Comparatively little was added to the output 
of the fields during the week just passed, 
the only completion of consequence being 
the Guif Refining Company's Ferry Lake 96, 
which came in flowing 1,250 barrels, The 
Caddo Oil and Refining Company completed 
a 15-barrel pumper on the Star lease, south 
of Ferry Lake; T. J. Rogers got a 25-bar- 
rel wel! in Stiles 2, in the Lewis district, and 
the Producers’ Oil Company a 20-barrel 
pumper on the Caddo Levee Board lease. 
The Gulf Refining Company completed a 7,- 
500,000-foot gas well on the Gulley lease 
in the Elm Grove district of Bossier parish, 
and the wildcat well drilled by Bell & 
Evans on the Abney lease in the Bethany 
district went into salt water at 2,700 feet 
and was abandoned, 

Among the new wells started in the new 
pool in the east end of the Caddo field 
are three on the Slatery lease, by the Pro- 
ducers’ Oil Company, two on the Bickham 
lease by the Richey Oil Company and one 
by the Richardson Oil Company and one 
by the Rowe Oil Company on the Solly 
lease. The Richardson Oil Company is also 
drilling on the Louisiana Gas Company’s 
lease, a mile south of the discovery well, 
and the Producers’ Oil Company is making 
a deep test on the School fee lease about a 
mile north and has two wells drilling on the 
Hobbs lease in section 28. 


Star and Ferry Lake. 


The Caddo Oil and Refining Company and 
the Gulf Refining Company are operating 
extensively on the Star and Ferry Lake 
leases, each of them making four new lo- 
cations during the past week. The Gulf’s 
Ferry Lake lease has proved one of the 
most productive leases in the Caddo field 
and there seems to be no limit to the amount 
of cil it is still possible to obtain from it.

Com- 
pany is drilling at 600 feet in Fee 2, sec- 
tion 18-20-15, and the Peerless Oil Com- 
pany is down 1,600 feet in George 2, sec- 
tion 28-20-16. An interesting test is be- 
jing made by the Filer Oil Company in sec- 
tion 8-19-15, a mile southeast of Moor'!ngs- 
port. 

In the gas district, south of Shreveport, 
wells are being started by the Southwest- 
ern Gas and Electric Company on the Wal- 
poole lease and the Producers’ Oil Company 
on the Deal lease, and in the Wallace Lake 
district, some six miles further south, tests 
are being made by Little & Burch and the 
Arkansas Natural Gas Company, which it 
is hoped will prove up some new territory.

In the northeastern corner of Texas, In 
Bowie county, the Sulphur Oil and Gas Com- 
pany is rigging up to drill on the Floyd lease 
and the Morgan Oil and Refining Company has 
location made for Freeze 1, R, T. Lane is 
drilling on the Central Coa] and Coke Com- 
pany lease in Sebastian county, Arkansas, 
half way between the gas fields at Mansfield, 
Ark., and Portau, Okla.

HONG KONG 1916 IMPORTS. 


Increase in American Paints and Var- 


nishes—Petroleum Dropped. 

The import of kerosene and petroleum 
products in 196 into Hong Kong was 
much less than usual. The increase in 
freight rates during 1915 advanced the 
price of oif delivered in Hong Kong to 
almost the maximum that the average 
(hinese consumer will pay for it. Dur 
ing the past year freights rose _ still 
higher, but the price of oil was not ma- 
terially increased, because such a step 
would practically close the market. Ship- 
ments of American and other oil from 
Hong Kong were pirated until for sev- 
eral months trade almost ceased. High 
freight rates on American oil aided the 
Kast lidian, Japanese and Formosan con- 
ecris to secure a large percentage of the 
trade in certain grades of oil in the Foo- 
chow, Amoy and Swatow districts 

Imports of building and plate ss in 
ih were practically mormal; glassware 
declined on account of high prices, The 
United States sent nearly all the buila- 
ing gliss and most of the p'‘ate glass, 
of which Great Britain continued to sup- 
ply a fair proportion More American 
glassware was imported, owing to the 
marked improvement in handling orders, 
Letter packing has overcome the differ- 
ence in price between the American and 
the Japanese products. There were 10,000 
cases, principally of window glass, on 
hand in the colony at the beginning of 
1917, 

A large increase occurred in the im- 
ports of American paints and varnishes. 
Most American manufacturers still seem 
reluctant to maanufacture paints espe- 
cially suited to the South China climate, 
and much of their present trade is due 
to the difficulty of securing supplies from 
hurope Some American brands, par- 
ticularly marine paints, are meeting with 
a good sale, which may be made perma- 
hent, 

Imports of drugs and chemicals during 
the latter part of 1916 came almost en- 
tirely from the United States, which will 
continue to be the principal source of 
supply so long as the war lasts and is 
likely to retain most of the trade after- 
wards, The United States continues to 
lead in most lines of toilet preparations, 
dental supplies, ete., and has sent in- 
creasing quantities of glycerin, castor oil, 
quinine, jodoform, formaldehyde, ipecac, 
lactose, cyanide of potassium, arsenic, 
zine oxide, soda ash, caustic soda, am- 
monia, pastilles, lozenges, ete. The few 
surgical instruments and appliances now 
imported are almost entirely from the 
United States. 

As 1916 was the last year in which 
opium could be legally imported into 
China, this item is mo longer an impor- 
tant factor in Hong Kong trade. During 
the past year opium imports into Hong 
Kong amounted to only 691 chests; these, 
with 1,075 on hand, gave a total stock of 








1766 chests Exports were 98 chests, 
leaving 7S8L chests on hand.

Bowdoin Dome, Montana, Believed 
Likely Place for Oil Deposits. 


As it is generally recognized that anti- 
clines or arches in the rocks are the most 
likely places to find petroleum and nat- 
ural gas, and as all such p!aces are 
now being tested with the drill, the 
United States Geological Survey is calling 
1itention to the Bowdoin dome, near 
Malta, in Northeastern Montana. 

This dome is a broadly arched part of 
the earth’s crust from which the rocks 
dip slightly away on all sides. It is on 
the main line of the Great Northern 
Railway just east of Malta, and so far as 
the structure is concerned it may be re- 
garded as a favorable place to prospect. 
Natural gas has already been found there 
in some wells drilled for water, and a 
deep well has been begun which, if com- 
pleted, should determine whether or not 
the dome contains oil or gas 
The dome was examined in the sum- 
miner of 1916 by A. J. Collier, a geologist 
of the United States Geological Survey, 
and is described in Bulletin 661-E, just 
published, 

The rocks in and about the dome are 
not well exposed, being largely covered 
by glacial drift, but enough of them was 
Seen to show that the hard rock on the 
top of the dome is the Claggett shale. The 
gas already found is supposed to have 
been contained in the Kagle sandstone, 
at a depth of about 600 feet. If this sand 
should not prove to be commercially pro- 
ductive It as possible that oil might be 
found in sands near the base of the Cre- 
taceous rocks, about 1,500 feet below the 
Kagle sand

OR GO WITHOUT 


Restriction—Not Abolition 
—of Pleasure Driving 
Can Win War, Says 
Van H. Manning. 


Aug. 10, 1917. 
The alternative of voluntarily restrict- 
ing their use of gasoline to meet a war 
emergency or of having it withheld from 
them to supply government needs is pre- 
sented to automobile owners of the coun- 
try. Several months ago, before any hint 
of such a proposition had been heard 
elsewhere, the Oil, Paint and Drug Re- 
porter informed its readers that the re- 
striction of the use of gasoline for pleas- 
ure driving was seriously considered by 
the Oil Committee of the Council of Na- 
tional Defense. Since then has come a 
suggestion from the Oil Committee, fath- 
ered by A. C. Bedford, chairman of the 
committee, in an authorized statement, 
urging the automobile owners to nusband 
their supply and refrain as far as pussib‘e 
from pleasure driving. Now comes Van 
H. Manning, director of the Bureau of 
Mines, United States Department of the 
Interior, with a statement as to how the 
automobile owners by restricting their 
pleasure driving can help win the war. 

Although Mr, Manning in his statement 
does mot say so specifically, it may be 
read between the lines, and the Oil, 
Paint and Drug Reporter can state with 
authority that if the autoists do not take 
the hint and curtail their own consump- 
tion of gasoline they will soon find that 
the government has commandeered tlie 
supply and there is no gasoline left for 
pleasure driving. 


Great Saving Possible. 


The suggestion made by Director Man- 
ning is that if the automobile drivers 
of the country will stop unnecessary and 
extravagant pleasure riding during the 
period of the war, they can save enough 
gasoline to take care of all the war needs 
of the United States, 

It further estimates that if the automo- 
bile owners and dealers in gasoline handle 
this most perfect of all fluid fuels in 
a careful and economic manner, they can 
Save enough more gasvline to perhaps 
take care of the war needs of the Allies. 

Director Manning makes this official 
statement after a thorough investigation 
of the present gasoline situation by the 
expert petroleum technologists of the Bu- 
reau of Mines. 

“A patriotic, thoughtful and 
response to these suggestions,’’ said Mr. 
Manning, ‘‘would at once solve one of 
the perplexing problems now before the 
War-makiny authcrities. In order that 
the war may be carried on successfuliy, 
the army and navy will have to have im- 
mediately on hand enough gasoline for 
the aeroplanes, trucks, automobiles and 
tractors and other machines. There must 
be no dilly-dallying about this supply of 
gasoline, and there will not be.

“It is estimated 
navy will need for the year 
gallons and there are two ways of ob- 
taining it. In the first place the joy 
rider whose pleasure is obtained by cover- 
ing many miles at high speed can volun- 
tarily give this up; the man who takes 
his family on Sunday for a i0-mile ride 
or More can cut this in half—every man 
who drives a machine daily can ask him- 
self if part of his driving cannot be ob- 
viated. 

“To sum up, every automobile owner 
and driver can be taught to ask himself 
each morning whether or not his pro- 
posed trip is absolutely necessary and 
act accordingly. ‘Then the problem is 
solved, and with only slight, voluntary 
sacrifices. 

“On the other hand, if the people con- 
tinue to be thoughtless and unwilling to 
do their patriotic bit in this respect, it 
may be necessary for the United States 
to take drastic action which will stop 
excessive pleasure-use of all automobiles. 
This is not yet contemplated, so I under- 
stand, but you can see that it is the 
only alternative for the refusal of auto- 
mobile owners to co-operate and to make 
the necessary voluntary sacrifices. 

“It is generally estimated and conceded 
that one-half of the gasoline used in the 
United States (1,250,000,000 ga!lons) is used 
in pleasure riding. In my opinion, a 
judicious use of automobiles for this pur- 
pose will cut this amount of gasoline in 
half, which would Mean a saving of 
more than a million gallons each day in 
the year. 

“By a real economic use of gasoline we 
can save not only enough to supply the 
United States with sufficient for its war 
needs, but also enough for the needs of 
the Allies, 


Sugestions for Saving. 


“Here are a few suggestions as to how 
the latter savings may be made: 

Don't allow your gasoline engines to 
run idle—if every automobile in the 
United States saved a pint a week, it 
would amount to enough to run 10,000 
aeroplanes one day. 

Gasoline is generally used in garages 
for cleaning, when Kerosene is better. 
It is estimate] that 58,500 gallons of 
gasoline are wasted per day that 
could easily be saved. 

Leaky carburetors cause losses. 
Often one finds his tank nearly empty 
in the morning on this account. Form 
the habit of shutting off the ygasoline 
at the tank. It is difficult to estimate 
the loss from this leakage, but it will 
be generally conceded that one-half 
pint lost in such manner in a week by 
each carburetor is low. At this rate,

First General Red Cross Hospital Es- 
tablished in Philadelphia. 


Washington, Aug. 10, 1917. 


The American Red Cross has estab- 
lished at Philadelphia for the use at the 
present time of the navy the first General 
Red Cross Hospital in this country. 

The city of Philadelphia had condemned 
the building and grounds of the Medico- 
Chirurgical Hospital in order that a boule- 
vard might be cut through its grounds. 
The usefulness of the building, however, 
was not seriously interfered with by 
that fact, and Philadelphia offered th'4 
hospital to the Red Cross for an indefi- 
nite term without rental. 

The Red Cross has undertaken to alter 
and reconstruct the building in Philade'- 
phia, and has appropriated $20,000 for its 
current expenses and maintenance. Thijs 
institution will be known as Red Cross 
Hospital No. 1 It contains about 250 beds.

Public Health th Tisiebig:. Comps

Washington, Aug. 10, 1917. 


The sanitation of training camps of 
the army and navy and the public health 
in general is receiving a great deal of 
attention by’ the general medical :board 
of the Council of National Defense and- 
this week a symposium on such prob!ems 
was held here. Those who took promi- 
nent part in this conference were Col. 
Edward IL. Munson, appointed by the 
Surgeon-General of the Army to take 
charge of the samitation in training 
camps, Surgeon-Generak Gorgas, of -the 
raisted, of 
the navy, and other medical officers of 
various branches of the government. 
These meetings are secret, it being the 
policy of the General Medical Board to 
give out no information in respect to the 
views expressed om the measures de- 
cided upon. Questions of sanitation dis- 
cussed at these meetings do not involve 
the consideration of any particular kind 
of disinfectants, insecticides, etc., or any 
chemicals or drugs that might be of 
especial value in promoting health in the 
training camps. Such matters are left 
to the surgeon” generals and medical 
boards of the army and navy so far as 
the selection of kinds of supplies are con- 
cerned and to the purchasing agents of 
those branches of the government so far 
as the work relates to obtaining sup- 
plies by contract or in the open market. 
The general medical board of the Coun- 
cll of National Defense does not even 
let it be known what particular subjects 
it discusses,

Red Cross to Manufacture “‘Laughing 
Gas,’ and Repair Surgical 


Instruments. 
Washington, Aug. 10, 1917. 

In response to an urgent cablegram 
from Major Grayson M-P. Murphy, head 
of the Red Cross Commission in France, 
the Red Cross is plamning to ship to 
Europe 100,000 one-half pound tins of 
ether, 

Because of the shortage of anaesthetics 
in France, the Red Cross War Council, 
in addition, has authorized Major Murphy 
to establish, as soon as practicable, a 
central plant ‘to manufacture nitrous 
oxygen, or “laughing gas,’’ ome of the 
most effective and harmless of anaes- 
thetics for short operations. 

American machinery will be shipped to 
France. for this purpose, and American 
operatives will be sent over to conduct 
the plant. 

Also, by reason of the shortage of sur- 
gical apparatus, the Red Cross has 
pianned to establish in France a small 
factory for the. repair of surgical ap- 
paraius and the manufacture of the more. 
simple instruments. Four men expert in 
the repair of orthopedic appliances are 
to ge to France immediately, and the nec- 
essary manufacturing machinery will be 
sént over as soon as it can be obtained.

Makers’ views 
are firm at 70c. a pound for contracts, 
and 75c, for smaller quantities.

Makers are still out 
of the market so far as additional lots 
are concerned.

Refined nitrate of soda is quoted 
at 6@6\%c. for granu'ar and 6@6%c. for 
crystals, the price depending on quan- 
tity. 

SODA ASH.—Buyers have paid from 
2.85¢c. up to 8c. a pound for light 58 per 
cent. in bags and as high as 3.20c. a 
pound for barrels for immediate and 
prompt shipments. Spot supplies are 
diminishing, and the position of the 
market is believed to be growing firmer. 
Next-year shipments are nominally 
quoted at 24%c. a pound, basis 48 per 
cent. at works. Business is said to have 
been placed at 2%c. 

SUGAR OF LEAD.—The former price 
schedule is still effective, and busines: 
is progressing along satisfactory lines. 
The strong position of basic material is 
fully reflected in the steady course of 


the finished product. Sellers quote 
white crystalgy at 16c. per pound in 
casks or barrels and 16'%4c. in kegs. The 


white broken grade is 15%c. for casks 
or barrels.

ACETIC.—The tone of the market 
continues firm and prices are firmly 
held by dealers with round lots scarce 
and difficult to obtain, The 28 per 
cent. test is quoted at 54@5%e. a 
pound on spot, according to quantity 
and seller. The 56 per cent, is held 
at 12c. asked per pound and_ the 
glacial 99 per cent. at 37%c. per pound. 

MURIATIC.—There is not much of 
this acid offered for immediately de- 
livery. Large consumers appear to be 
mostly covered by standing contracts, 
and the call for additional lots is not 
so urgent as in some of the other acids.

jecides to take. Meanwhile the producers es- 
yeially maintain a waiting position until the 
dtuation clarifies and they know what to do. 
Pending any important possible departure, the 
quotations remain around $35 for 66 degree 
and $24 for 60 degree acid, with no 50 degree 
supplies offering because they are all under 
time contracts for shipment, largely by barges 
fertilizer factories in sections where such 
shipments are practicable.

Caustic soda is just ag scarce as ever, and 
for any odd second-hand lots which occasional- 
ly crop up, buyers are open to pay fancy 
prices, but these resale offerings are on a very 
retail scale. 

Bleaching powder in light supply, with busi- 
ness principally confined to home require- 
ments, export licenses being only granted to a 
very small extent for a few favored foreign 
markets. 

Sulphate of ammonia is confined to the very 
narrowest limits as far as export business is 
concerned, shipping permits being still refused 
except in very exceptional cases, 

Nitrate of soda is in a strong position and 
quotations may be called about £24 10s.@f25 
10s, per ton net cash, as to quality. 

Sulphate of copper is quite featureless at 
nominally about £62 10s.@£63 per ton, less 5 
per cent., and not likely to be mueh change 
in the position until the ban on shipping per- 
mits is removed by the government. 





Louisiana and Texas Furnish 98 Per 
Cent. of Sulphur in U. S. 


More than 98 per cent. of the native sul- 
phur now produced in the United States 
comes from deposits in Louisiana and 
Texas, according to Philip S. Smith, of 
the United States Geological Survey, but 
deposits of sulphur that have been or 
night be productive occur in Wyoming, 
Nevada, Utah, California, Colorado, Ore- 
gon and Alaska. 

Louisiana and Texas apparently pro- 
duce enough sulphur to supply even an 
extraordinary demand, for the combined 
output of these two States, although the 
production has not been vigorously 
pushed, has so greatly exceeded the 
amourt sold that large stocks of sulphur 
have been accumulated.

light. Reports from the South say 
that the catch of menhaden is running 
light, and this means that production 
of fish scrap is not large. ‘This, of 
itself, would be sufficient to bring 
about high prices for scrap, but the 
situation is still further strengthenet 

py the fact that other animal ammoni- 
ates are in limited supply and are held 
at the highest levels in the history of 
the trade. Sulphate of ammonia is 
passing to consumers, but the output 
ig not large cnough to take care of 
contracts and leave a surplus for spot 
trading. Nitrate of soda is holding 
steady in price, but it is regarded as 
significant that sellers will not quote 
futures under the figures asked for 
spot material and even distant de- 
liveries are on the same level as spot 
material, Potash salts are quiet with 
muriate in limited supply, but buyers 
are not showing much interest. Acid 
phosphate is quiet, but holders of 
stocks report the market ag firm, and 
as stocks are not large and producing 
costs ate high there are not much 
chances for a decline in price, especial- 
as the time is drawing near when an 
increase in demand may be looked for. 
Phosphate rock also is well controlled 
and while there are ample supplies 
they are not pressed for sale and the 
market is strong. For reports of the 
Baltimore, Chicago and Atlanta ferti- 
lzer markets refer to index on page 
1. Detailed reports on the separate 
articles of the local markets follow:— 


NITROGEN FERTILIZERS. 


DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE.— 
There were no new features to the 
matket during the week. Prices are 
about as last reported, though it is im- 
possible to give any fixed quotation 
and guarantee that sellers will accept 
orders in an unlimited way at that 
level. Stocks at all points are very 
small and holders are not pressing 
matters, though it is stated that in- 
creases in stocks have been prevented 
by the volume of buying which has 
been in evidence. Chicago advices say 
that buyers have been willing to take 
on stocks at the prices asked, but that 
quotations are more or less nominal as 
offerings are light. This is true 
equally of tankage and dried blood, 
FISH SCRAP.—The catch of men- 
haden in the South during the week 
was again poor in volume and Tre- 
ports regarding fish scrap are dis- 
couraging to consumers of that mate- 
rial. Nothing new has developed re- 
garding the taking away of some of 
the larger boats now engaged in fish- 
ing, but this is a contingency which 
confronts the trade. Prices for scrap 
are given at $6.50 per unit of ammonia 
f.o. b. Southern works, 
SULPHATE OF AMMONIA,—A 
nominal market rules for sulphate as 
stocks are in limited supply and sellers 
are not quoting freely. Buyers first 
must get ‘hold! of those who are in 
Possession of supplies and then any 
salts are at terms privately made. 
Trading is practically at a standstill, 
and when the lack of supplies is taken 
into consideration, the position of the 
market is easily understood. A report 
fram London says that there appears 
to be quite a fair demand from con- 
sumers already for the sulphate of 
‘ammonia at the home agricultural 
Price of £15 7s. 6d. for July to Septem- 
ber delivery. Many makers are ap- 
parently inclined to believe that this 
pice is not high enough when the 
heavy advances in wages, lime, ‘bags, 
acid, ete., are taken into consideration.

Domestic markets for nitrate are not 
active at present, but there is a steady 
consumption of this material and 
prices are holding steady at $4.25 per 
100 pounds for prompt and deferred 
deliveries. 


PHOSPHATES. 


ACID, ‘(PHOSPHATE.—Some inquiry 
is reported for this material at difte:- 
ent centers, and all reports agree on 
the point that values are firm and that 
stocks have not accumulated to any 
extent. With the slow season passing 
and demand expected to increase, the 
position of the market takes on a 
stronger appearance and predictions of 
higher prices are heard. The quota- 
tion for 16 per cent. is $16 per ton, and 
14 per cent. is held at $15 per ton. 

PHOSPHATE ROCK.—Trading in 
phosphate rock is not active. Many 
large consumers are covered ahead 
and are taking normal amounts, but 
new business is not important. Sellers 
say that increased cost of production 
is a factor in strengthening values and 
that no concessions are granted from 
the prices as quoted. Qutations are 
on a basis of:—Florida land pebble, 
$3.15@3.25, f. o. b. Port Tampa; South 
Carolina kiln dried, $3.75@4, f. o. b. 
Ashley River; Florida high grade rock, 
77 per cent., $5.50@6, f. o. b. Florida 
ports; Tennessee rock, 70 to 80 per 
cent., $6@6.50 f. o. b. Mount Pleas- 
ant: 15 per cent., granulated, $4@5, and 
68 to 72 per cent., $4.25@4.50. 


POTASH SALTS. 


A report was heard this week to the 
effect that the production of potash 
this year in the United States would 
be between 20,000 and 25,000 tons 
against requirements of 250,000 tons. 
The market for potash salts is mov- 
ing along slowly. The higher grades 
of| salts are not in demand. For a 
long time muriate of potash has been 
selling at a level which practically 
took it out of the reach of the fertilizer 
trade, and this is still the situation. 
The chemical trade is consuming muri- 
ate in a fair way, but those who are 
using it are reported to be covered 
for the present and will buy only when 
an attractive price is made, The quo- 
tations heard this week.were $380@400 
per ton. Sales of domestic potash of 
low grade are reported in the South at 
$5.25 per unit of potash.

CHICAGO. 


Chicago, Aug. 8, 1917. 

The animal ammoniates market is showing 
exceeding strength in all departments, and 
keeping step with it, and not far behind is 
the market on inorganic ammoniates. Judg- 
ing by the supply and demand the markét 
will be buoyant continuously, as all indica- 
tions favor activity. One of the indications 
of enhancement in values is that the city of 
Chicago has just been able to market their 
contract for the purchase of the yearly pro- 
duction of their municipal plant ground gar- 
bage tankage at an advance of nearly 250 per 
cent, over the price they obtained a little over 
a year ago, when they negotiated their last 
contract. Of course, the very high quality 
they are producing, both as to moisture and 
mechanical condition, had a great deal to do 
with it. The Chicago goods are considered 
standard everywhere, and are therefore finding 
favor where they were never considered here- 
tofore. Then, again, freight conditions favor 
Chicago for shipment to the great Southern 
and Southeastern territory. This is the only 
item of noteworthy importance this week. 

HIGH GRADE GROUND BLOOD.—A rep- 
resentative of big interests has made sound- 
ings for usual purpose of 1,000 tons, and re- 
ports show that the market cannot handle the 
requsition this year. Offerings limited to a 
few scattering carloads were made at $6.15 
per unit of ammonia, bulk basis, Chicago. 

HIGH-GRADE GROUND TANKAGE.-—Sales 
of two cars were reported at $6.10 per unit 
of ammonia and 10c. per unit bone phosphate 
of lime, bulk basis, Chicago. Offerings were 
all absorbed. 

CONCENTRATED TANKAGE.—Sale of 
small lot was made on basis of $5.85 per 
unit of ammonia, f. o. b.

Some branches of the dye trade are 
active and this creates a good call for 
dyes and dye materials. The common 
dyes are being produced in good quan- 
tities and -there is a steady movement 
to consumers against contracts. There 
also is a good inquiry for colors in the 
spot market, but interest is centered 
largely in those selections which are 
not in plentiful supply and prices for 
the latter are made by second hands 
and a difference is noted according to 
seller. Reports were heard again this 
week to the effect that a large manu- 
facturer of explosives would enter on 
the production of dyes and. the output 
of domestic dyes and colors promises 
to increase steadily. Prices for the 
various dye materials are holding firm, 
During the week a stronger market was 
reported for bichromate of potash and 
the supply. on spot is said ‘to have 
been reduced in volume. Prussiate of 
potash has been offered sparingly and 
prices quoted have been at high levels. 
Acetate of soda is also among the ma- 
terials which are higher in price and 
sellers say that values have been 
strengthened by the fact that demand 
has been good and also because pro- 
ducing costs are advancing. Gambier 
is about steady in price with some 
sales of round lots reported. Zinc dust 
is on the market at different prices with 
values depending on seller and grade. 
Starches and dextrines have been 
bringing high prices and the course 
of values is said to be still upwards. 
The wood and vegetable extracts are 
moving in a normal way with prices 
in most cases firm owing to the fact 
that transportation costs are high and 
this effects the market for the extracts, 
either because they are imported or be- 
cause the materials from which they 
are made are of foreign origin. De- 
tailed reports on the separate items 
of the local market follow:— 


ACETATH OF SODA.—Quotations 
for this material have varied during 
the week and prices have depended 
on seller. There were quotations at 
9%4c. ‘per pound, but the latter is said 
to have been a nominal figure as no one 
who actually was able to deliver would 
sell at that level and the trading 
basis is given at 10%c. up to 12c, per 
pound. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALT.—There 
Were no material price changes in the 
market for aniline oil. Offerings are 
on the market in a rather large way, 
and with different sellers eager for 
business there is more or less selling 
pressure. The prices quoted give an 
inside price of 28c. per pound and the 
quotation is 28@29c. per pound with 
drums extra. Aniline salt is in normal 
demand with prices well maintained 
at 38c. per pound and upwards, accord- 
ing to seller, grade and quantity. 

BICHROMATES.—There has been a 
strong tone to the market for bichro- 
mate of potash and stocks are reported 
to have been reduced so that second 
hands were not able to quote on round 
lots. Producing costs are high, and 
with a good call for this material both 
for home and for export, the asking 
prices are tending upwards. Last week 
there were ssales as low-as 36c. -per 
pound, ‘but prices quoted this week ‘were 
as high as 39c. per pound in some cases, 
and the lowest price heard was on a 
basis of 37c. per pound. Quality is 


_a factor in establishing quotations for 


this material and the range in prices 
may be said to depend on grade, seller 
and quantity. Bichromate of soda is 
also quoted at différent prices, which 
is accounted for on the same grounds 
as given for the potash compound. The 
prices asked range from 15%da_ per 
pound to 17¢c. per pound. 

DIVI-DIVI.—In a recent report we 
called attention to a plan for the ex- 
traction of a dye and tanning material 
from divi-divi in Venezuela. Later 
reports are ‘to the effect a company 
actually has ‘been formed there and 
will place the extract on the market 
in the form of powder or of tablets. 
It is claimed ‘that the tablets or cakes 
contain an average of 80 per cent. 
tannic acid of divi-divi and 16 per 
cent. glucose, With the scarcity of 
freight room it is stated that it will 
be possible to ship relatively larger 
amounts in this fonm than would be 
the case if the shipments were confined 
to the raw material. The market for 
divi-divi is finm with prices held by 
the lack of supplies and by difficulty 
in making shipments from primary 
points. Quotations are around $62 per 
ton. 

GAMBIER.—Sales of some _ good 
sized quantities on spot were reported 
this week and this material in cases 
was offered at 154%c. per pound. Gam- 
bier is firm in price in all markets and
